| President Roosevelt today privately scored 


Lieutenant General Nelson A. Miles for his 
Cincinnati interview commending the report 
of Admiral Dewey on the Schley case. 

Subsequently, by the special direction of 
the President, Secretary of War Root sent 
to General Miles an official letter of censure, 
which was given to the public by saan ise 
of the President. 

Practically at the same time Bieretty 
Long promulgated his letter approving the 
findings of the court of inquiry, disapprov- 
ing of the report submitted by. Admiral 
Dewey alone, and declaring that this minor- 
ity opinion could not have been submitted 
without impropriety. 

Miles, Schiey, and Dewey were all made 
the recipients of official and public displeas- 
ure within a few hours. , 


Maclay Told to Resign. 


The one ray of light from the Schley. point 


mediately on receiving ‘the report of the 
court of inquiry showing that Schley had not 
been a catiff and a coward for 
the resignation of 8, 
Wrote the remarkable naval which 
‘precipitated the court of inquiry. 

Word comes that Maclay denies the right 
of President Roosevelt to remove him with- 
out preferring charges, as he is under the 
protection of the civil service laws. He in- 
timates that he will not resign, and declares 
that President Roosevelt's request {n trying 
to force him out of his place means a return 
to the days of Boss Tweed. | 

The approval of the findings of the court 
was a foregone conclusion, and it was well 
undergiood that’ President Roosevelt, in 
spite of his own personal opposition to 
Schley, would not hesitate_an instant in 
putting Maclay out of the ice; in faet, 
would have done so long ago had he not 
feared such action might prejudice the court 


of inquiry. 


Roosevelt Censures Miles. 

The sensational feature of the day, of 
course, was the terrific arraignment of Gen- 
eral Miles, both personally and ‘by letter, 
and his official censure, an act which is not 
usually resorted to except under the grayest 
provocation. The President assumed the 
entire responsibility for the censure of Gen- 
eral Miles, and not only that but he took 
matters in his own hands, received the 
Lieutenant General commanding the army 
in one of the window seats of the President's 
office, and flayed him alive for the interview 
he gave out in Cincinnati. 

The President went at his work with the 
impetuosity characteristic of him, and was 
so much ‘in earnest and felt that General 
Miles was so much to blame that he made no 
attempt to conceal the matter. 


Flays Miles in Public. 

On the contrary, it appears to be true that 
General Miles was humiliated by having the 
scathing rebuke heard by many other people. 
According to common report it was even 
more severe than the official letter of cen- 
sure signed by Secretary Root, but which is 
understood to have been practically moatated 
by the Presigent himself. 

General Miles freely admitted the authen- 
ticity of the interview. He declared, how- 
ever, that he had not the remotest idea that 
his words reficcted upon the court in any 
way. He told the President—what he said 
in his letter—-that the interview referred en- 
tirely to those persons who had declared 
Schiey to be a coward and paltroon, and 
cast no reflection at all upon the Navy de- 
partment or upon the court. 

President Out of Patience. 

This personal explanation was not re- 
ceived as at all sufficient by the President, 
who was entirely out of patience with Gen- 
eral Miles and told him that an officer of 
his experience should have sense enough 
to refrain from any comment whatever 
upon a controversy which concerned the 
Navy department alone. 

The rebuke to General Miles came from 
the Commander-in-Chief to the Lieutenant 
Gencral, commanding the army, a personal 
stbordinate. The fact that a young and 
impetuous President, himself a veteran of 


the recent war, was rebuking in the strong- 
| est possible terms another gray haired vet- 


eran of the civil war did not render the af- 
fair any the less a military function. 

General Miles, having presented his two 
letters and having made his oral statement, 
took his rebuke like a soldier and said noth- 
ing. He wilted as a matter of course, be- 
cause the President was terribly in earnest 
and spoke from deep conviction of the pro- 
prieties of the case. 

General Miles left for New York oh the 
afternoon train, almost immediately after 
Secretary Root gave out the official letter of

Sad End to Christmas Shopping. 

Mrs. Tiederman had gone shopping for 
Christmas, leaving her husband and uncle 
to arrange the house, into which they moved 
yesterday. The accident occurred during 
her absence, and when she returned her hus- 
band was dead. The shock and her oe 
prostrated her, 


Cap Falls from Gas Pipes. 
Leanney and Renn were sent to the house 
by the gas company to make some changes, 
and the former had severed the pipe in the 
bathroom and placed a cap over the end. 
Tiederman went into the bathroom after a 


hammer, and just ag he entered the cap 


became loose and fell off the pipe. 
Leanney attempted to stem the leak with 
his hard, but was powerless. He shouted to 
Renn, who was down-stairs, to bring another 
cap. Then he and Tiederman succumbed 
to the gas. The fluid penetrated to the ad- 
joining room and Walgrem was overcome. 


Drags Victim to Window. 
When Renn arrived he found the rear 
rooms filled with gas. He threw open the 
windows and dragged Leanney and Tieder- 
man into the parlor, which had been s.ut 
off from the rest of the house. He also 
carried Walgrem in and laid the three un- 
conscious forms near an open window. 
Efforts on his part to restore them to con- 
sciousness failed and he telephoned the po- 
lice. A physician soon arrived, but Tieder- 
man was beyond aid. After some difficulty 
Léanney and Walgrem were revived. They 
had * just been restored to consciousness 
when Mrs. Tiederman returned. 


ay wand is ina 
building which was formerly a store. Poweil 
was sent by the Cicero Gas company of Oak 
Park te replace a meter with a new one. 
The meter was beneath a window in a space 
inclosed by boards, Powell cut a hole and 
crawled underneath. He had nearly com- 
pleted his work when the plug blew out. He 
was partly overcome, but managed to find 


his way to the street, where he soon revived. 


lie telephoned to the company for assist- 
ance. 

Crompton was sent to his aid, and, witha 
plug, crept into the hole and attempted to 
stop the leak. He was nearly overcome when 
Powell pulled him half out of the hole, and 
then he for the second time succumbed to 
the gas. The two lay there in a stupor when 
a pedestrian went inside and saw the un- 
conscious forms. He summoned assistance 
and they were. carried to the street and 
placed on the snow. 


Overcome Despite Precaution. 

While the doctors were working over the 
two men, John Ruden, a local gasfitter, de- 
termined to stop the leakage. He worked his 
way into the hole, but despite his precau- 
tions he fell a third victim of the escaping 
gas. Charles T. Gallup found him and 
drgged him to the street, where he was 
readily revived. it took the physicians a 
long time to revive Powell and Crompton, 
end once their lives were despaired of. 
Eventually they recovered sufficiently to be 
taken to their homes. 


Old Man is Asphyxiated. 

Mr. Stuckart’s liking for tea is believed to 
have brought about his death. About 3 
o'clock yesterday morning he arose and pre- 
pared some tea over a gas stove in his room. 
He failed to appear by noon, and his son 
Henry broke open the door, and found his 
father dead. Gas filled the room, coming 
from one of the burners of the stove, and it 
is presumed that the man neglected to turn 
off the gas after preparing the tea. Mr. 
Stuckart is said to have been the oldest 
hardware dealer in Chicago. He came to 
Chicago in 1852. His son owns a hardware 
store at 2513-19 Archer avenue. 


FATHER OF CURFEWLAW 
SAVED FROM CAR WHEELS. 


Nelson Stow, Former Alderman at 
Evanston, Dragged by Policeman 
from Path of Approaching Train. 


Nelson L. Stow, the former Alderman of 
Evanston who prepared the curfew ordi- 
nance, narrowly escaped being crushed to 
death by a south-bound suburban train on 
the Chicago and Northwestern railroad last 
night at the Main street, Evanston, sta- 
tion.

FOR SLOW CARS 


Passengers Stand in Cold with 
Union Traction Trains at 
Times Twenty-five 

Minutes Apart. 


FACTS TO GUIDE MAYOR. 


Secured by “The Tribune,” on 
Which City Executive May 
Base His Mandatory 
Ordinance. 


SEATS FOR 70; 170 ABOARD. 


Citizens stood in the cold all day yesterday 
waiting and waiting for cars on the North 
Clark street and Lincoln avenue lines of 
the Chicago Union Traction company. 

Mayor Harrison's plan for a foroed inves- 
tigation by his Cabinet heads of the short- 
comings of the surf systems was not 
put into working ordé, but Tue TRIBUNE 
made a specific inquiry into the inadequate 
service on two of the main lines in the city, 
and herewith presents some results, which 
may afford light to the city administration: 


Big Victory if Mayor Wins. 

General opinion among angry citizens was 
that if the Mayor could get the City Council 
to pass and enforce a mandatory ordinance 
f@gainst the North Division system he would 
have achieved a victory at which the North 
Side public would marvel. 

In the meantime the long-suffering shttv- 
ered in the lee of buildings, or sought the 
shelter of stores, but in the end the company 
got their nickels. As they gave up their 
fares, however, they faced stoves that gave 
forth no more heat than a cake of ice, and 
they were ready to indorse Mayor Harrison’ s 
attitude as to the mandatory ordinance. 


Reporters Check Car Schedule. 

Between 3 and 7 o'clock reporters for THE 
TRIBUNE kept watch of the cars on these 
systems. Cars on Clark street ran from 
the down-town district at intervais ranging 
from six to eleven minutes, while trains to 
the city were from five to weer min- 
utes anart. 

On the Lincoln avenue line it was the same 
story. At one time out-going trains were 
twenty-five minutes apart. The average 
ranged from one to twenty-three and to 
twenty-five minutes throughout the four 
hours, Incoming trains were from four to 
twenty-three minutes apart. 


Passengers Packed in Cars. 
The overerowding of the cats, which the 
@yor says he is going to correct, continued 
Bn the rush hours. During the after- 


noon and evening each train consisted of a 


grip and three cars. The latter were built 
to seat twenty-two passengers; a few pro- 
vided seats for twenty-four. Many of the 
cars have no pretense of front vestibules 
which might protect the gripman. 

Instead of twenty-two passengers to the 
car, the average was as high as fifty-six dur- 
ing the rush hours—from 5:30 to 6:30 o’ clock. 
Without the grip car each train was con- 
structed to carry about seventy passengers, 
As they crawled along Clark street toward 
Lincoln avenue and the terminal barns each 
train frequently carried sree 154 to 176 pas- 
sengers. 


Citizens Service: 

At Clark and Division streets yesterday 
frequently from thirty to forty men and 
women waiting with transfers could be 
counted. They did not hesitate to express 
their epinions of the company. 

“I dread to start out of the house,” said 
a Lincoln avenue citizen. “ If you have an 
appointment down-town you must start 
about two hours ahead of time.” 

‘Three boys who had held places in our 
offices were discharged the other morning 
because they were late,’ said another man. 
“It was not their fault; the cars were not 
there to carry them down.”’ 

* What we need up here is the underground 
trolley,”” declared a man who formerly 
worked for the company. ‘*‘ They've got the 
conduits and can use these same slots foran 
underground system. They have not hada 
new cable on this line in six years. The old 
one has been spliced until it must be one 
continuous line of knots and kinks. It’s 
about time the City Council made the com- 
pany come to time.’ 

Aldermen Ready to Help. 

These are the conditions which the Mayor 
will seek to remedy by his crusade against 
the traction company and his demand for 
immediate betterment of the service. Al- 
ready members of the Council have volun- 
teered to aid the City Executive. The break- 
ing of the cable on the North Clark street 
line four times in less than two weeks has 
aroused the Aldermen in that section of the 
city. They declare. that the collecting of 
fares, carrying passengers a few blocks and 
then dumping them out to walk or be frozen 
waiting for repairs to the cable, must be 
stopped. 


Demand Return of Fares. 

Alderman Werno asserts that he will intro- 
duce an ordinance requiring the return of 
fares to passengers after a wait of five min- 
utes. West Side Aldermen declare they 
will take steps against the Union Traction 
company lines in their district. 

We may demand that no fares be 
until the tunnel at Washington or Van Buren 
street is reached,’ said one Alderman from 
this ferritory. ‘“‘ As it is, citizens frequently 
pay their fares and then walk down-town 
after this privilege has been granted them. 
We believe the traction people are not en- 
titled to pay for compelling the public to 
walk.” 


Walker Sustains Mayor. 

Corporation Counsel Walker asserts that 
the Mayor is right in holding that the City 
Council can compel the companies to give 
proper service right now. 

“ The city can compel the companies to run 
their cars a minute apart if it desires,” said 
Mr. Walker. “If a new cable is necessary 
to do this, the city can compel the companies 
to put in new cables. In short, the city can 
‘compel the companies to do whatever is 
necessary for good service to the public.” 

As directed by the Mayor, Public Works 
Commissioner Blocki, City Engineer Ericson, 
and City Electrician Ellicott are looking into 
the conditions of all the companies operat- 
ing in Chicago. Chief O'Neill tomorrow wil! 
station men to watch and report.

Out of respect to the memory of Richard 
Yates Sr. the Republican Veteran Yates 
club refased to change its name last night at 
its regular meeting, held in the Sherman 
House.

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SULLIVAN JURY 
REACHES VERDICT 


After Five Hours Spent in 
Heated Argument Men Ap- 


pear at 2 A. M. Agreed 
on Finding. 


BAD FOR DEFENDANT. 


Though His Fate Is Kept a Close 
Secret, Feeling Prevails That 
the Short Deliberation 
Means Guilty. 


INSTRUCTIONS PLEASESTATER 


Judge Smith After Hours of Argu- 
ment Explains Law in a Way 
That Angersthe Defend- 
ant’s Lawyers. 


BARNES AND O'DONNELL SUM UP, 


‘The jury in the case of Alexander Sullivan, 
on trial before Judge Abner Smith for con- 
spiracy to abet a fugitive from justice, 
reached a verdict at 2 o'clock this morning. 
What that verdict may be will not be derf- 
initely known until Judge Smith opens his 
court today and hears the jury’s report. 


The case closed at8:45 p..m., and the jury , 


at once retired. Hours were spent in heated 
argument, and at 10:30 o'clock, finding that 
it had not yet determined on a verdict, Judge 
Smith announced that a final adjournment 
would be taken for the night. He ordered 
that the jury be held closely confined in the 
jury-room until it should agree. Hot debat- 
ing continued through the midnight hours, 
and it was not supposed ang result would be 
reached until daybreak. 


Jury Reaches a Verdict. 
Suddenly at 2 a. m. the foreman of the 


jury notified Bailiff Jackson, who waa in 


charge, that they had arrived at a verdict. 

Still under close guard of the bailiffs, the 
entire jury was taken over to the Revere 
House, where the remainder of the night was 
passed 


No hint as to the outcome has beeff dropped 
by either jurors or balliffs, but a general 
impression prevails that the verdict is a 
conviction. It is surmised that a conclu- 
sion would not have been reached so soon 
ff it had been an acquittal. 

At the State’s Attorney's office at midnight 
the belief was held that a verdict of guilty 
had béen agreed on, but that the queation of 
the amount of punishment was the debata-: 
ble point. 

The jury will report to oe Smite at 
10 a. m. today. 


End of the Trial. 

The weeks of bitter legal battle, the hours 
of oratory, the instructions of the court all 
came to an end at 8:45 o'clock last night and 
the jury retired. They were under or- 
ders, as stated in the foregoing, that 
unless a verdict was reached by 10:30 
o’clock the Judge was not to be summoned 
to the courtroom, but the verdict sealed until 
this morning. 

So the defendant and his attorneys, still 
frowning over the instructions given the 
jury, sat down to wait. Nosound came from 
the juryroom. The clock ticked monotonous- 
ly, occasionally some one moved, or a lawyer 
whispered to another. There was no other 
sound till 10:30 was reached, Then slowly 
Sullivan, his lawyers, and the spectators filed 
out into the night, a look of anxiety on the 
face of the man who has met the State's 
bitterest attack without a tremor. 


Defendant’s Lawyers Displeased. 


His uneasiness was shared by his attor- 


neys. They submitted thirty-eight instruc- 
tions covering the law of conspiracy and the 
eredence to be given to the word of a self- 
confessed criminal. Of this number the 
court rejected fourteen. The Btate put,gén 
thirty-six instructions, those applying to 
conspiracy being identical with the tnstruc- 


tions accepted by Judges Tuley and Gibbons | 


in the Regent and Unger conspiracy cases. 

Attorney Hardy did not attempt to con- 
ceal his disappointment over the action of 
the court. He remarked that the tnstruc- 
tions of the court were bad for the defense, 
and that he was surprised at the scope of 
the instructions on conspiracy. 

“We are not satisfied, to put it mildly,” 
eaid he. ‘ It would seem as though the court 
had included the whole of the law on con- 
spiracy."’ 

Jurors in Spirited Debate. 

For some time after the jury withdrew 
sounds of animated debate came from the 
room. Seemingly there was marked differ- 
ence of opinion among the twelve men. 
Gradually the voices died down, but several 
of the jurors could be heard pacing the floor. 
At 10:30 every one was excluded from the 
building. 

Assistant State's Olson remained 
at the Criminal Court Bullding until nearly 
midnight.

Judge’s Instructions to Jury. 

The court began the reading of the instrue- 
tions for the State a few minutes after Mr, 
Barnes had completed his argument. Judge 
Smith’s opening instruction was not encour- 
aging, inasmuch as tt told the jurors that 
if they found the defendant guilty of con- 
spiracy they could send him to prison for 
five years, fine him $2,000, or inflict both 
these sentences. 

The court instructed the jury that the 
evidence heard in the case was largely cir- 
cumstantial, but it was not necessary that 
the prosecution should show that the de- 
fendants ever came together to prove a con- 
spiracy. 

The instructions held that an offense was 
committed when the agreement was formed 
and that it was not necessary for an act 
to be committed to constitute a violation 
of the law. They held that a person may

After writing a note In which she sald she

16-year-old son, Mrs. Hattie Bessler killed 
herself yesterday afternoon. The suicide 
took place in the Bessler home, 122 Barry 
avenue, For three years she had ben in ill 
heaith. Paul Bessler, her husband, found 
her body lying on the floor in the parior 
when he returned from work. . 

Just. about 5 o'clock William Bessler left 
the house, after quarreling with his mother, 
it is said. He went to a neighbor's, saying 
that his mother was about to kill herself. 

‘IT am suve I heard a shot after I shut the 
door,’’ he said. ‘“‘ Mother wanted me to come 
into the front room with her, but I was 
scared and came away.”’ 

The story did not find any believers and 
no one entered the house until Mr. Bessier 
returned from work. He had been in the 
house for more than half an hour before he 
discovered the dead body of his wife. 

The Sheffield Avenue police were notified, 
and Captain Schuettiler, with two detectives, 
mede am investigation. A letter was found 
cn a table in the room. As translated by 
Captain Schuettler it read as follows: 

“My Own Beloved Paul: Forgive me for 
this desperate act. I cannot stand the pain 
any more, and [I canmot stand living with 
that boy under the same roof. You cannot 
think how he has aggravated me again. So 
I am out of this misery, my dear Paul. 
| Don’t write to our dear, good parents, for 

their grief will be too much. Dear Paul, 
forgive me and pray for my soul. I had never 
before thought that I would be a suicide. I 
wish you all the good on earth, as you de- 
serve it.” 


Last Words for the Defense. 

Attorney O’ Donnell in the beginning of his 
speech made much of the fact that neither 
Lynch nor any of the’self-confessed. bribe- 
taking jurors had been punished for crimes 
committed three years ago. The testimony 
of Lynch, he contended, was unworthy of 
belief, because he was a self-confessed crim- 
inal, and on this point Mr. O’Donnall read 
decisions from the law books. Tien he fired 
up and raised his voice several t:nes as he 
alluded to the prominence given the Cronin 
case during the trial. He said: 

‘Every man knows that this case is made 
up, and I will tell you why. -You saw the 
effort made to run it alongside the Cronin 
case from the beginning; it was manufac- 
tured to fit that case, and from the begin- 
ning to the end you see them running in a 
parallel Why? To poison justice in the 
minds of twelve men and to make them 
forget their oaths and their promises.

Pan-American Delegates in Conference 
Approach Terms on Which to 
Draft Convention. 


Mexico City, Dec. 21.—The 
delegation to the international Amer- 
ican conference conferred today with the 
Mexican delegation, and tonight it is be- 
Heved that a plan acceptable to the majori- 
ty, if not all, the delegates to the conference 
has been reached.

of treaties shall not be considered as affect- 
ing national honor nor independence. 

Under article 25 of The Hague convention 
for the peaceful settlement of international 
conflicts the contracting parties agree to 
submit to the decision of the permanent 
court of arbitration unless either party pre- 
fers a special court to try the case.

The plan is to give all men in executive 
positions an interest in the business, so that 
the affairs of the giant consolidation may 
be well managed. The new system will 
affect some 300 men, including the Captains 
and engineers of steamers, whose participa- 
tion in such a plan was announced recently. 


Outlines Profit Sharing Plan. 


@peaking on this point Mr. Schwabd said: 
“it is the intention of the United States 


Sieel organization to put every man in 


g@iarge of a ifttle branch of business—even 
a department of business—not on 4 salary 
but on a percentage of the profits, which 
will be paid to him in cash, and which he can

Steel Corporation a Type. 


“ This is self-evident and well illustrated 
by the consolidation and operation cof the 
United States Steel corporation, which, by 
reason of its magnitude and prominence, may 
be taken as a representative conso.idation of 
business. I choose this field because in doing 
so I can tiead familiar paths, and steel 1s 
king today in America, and that means in 
the world. In 1900 the production of steel 
was greater by $100,000,000 than the produc- 
tion of cotton. This year/it will probab.y be 
$100,000,000 greater. Therefore, it is not im- 
proper to let steel represent the genera! in- 
dustrial condition under the new system.”’ 

Making a specific subject of his own cor- 
poration, he said: 

“It is just possible that I may be able to 
tell you some things concerning this cer- 
poration which you have not known before; 
and speaking of the first point—namely: its 
capitalization—I wish to say that the ques- 
tion of capitaligation of any such indus- 
trial depends largely upon the value at 
which you place its raw erials. 

“The steel industry to date has drawn its 
ores chiefly from what is known as the Lake 
Superior district fn the Northwest. In fact, 
I believe I may safely say that from 80 to 90 
per cent/of all the steel produced in the 
United States is made from ores in this dis- 
trict. It is the standard ore and one steady 
source of supply, and, as far as engineers 
can estimate, there are between 600,000,000 
and 700,000,000 tons of ore now known in the 
lake region. Geologists tell us that the -pos- 
sibility of future discoveries or new ranges 
is rather remote. The constituent compa- 
nies of the United States Steel corporation 
own, 48 nearly as we can estimate, from 75 
to 80 per cent of all the known Northwestern 
ores, the value of which is high. If you con- 
sider that this ore is today being consumed 
at the rate of 20,000,000 tons, a year, witha 
large increase in consumption each year, 
which I believe will grow greater day by 
day, I think you will commence to appreciate 
the value of this.ore in years to come. 


Publicity for Combines. 


** Having briefly described the fundamental 
basis on which I believe consolidations should 
be formed, and having given you some statis- 
tics with reference to the United States Steel 
corporation, I now take up the relations of 
combinations to the public. I am heartily in 
sympathy with President Roosevelt when he, 
gays that all the great combinations should 
be given publicity. When the stock in a large 
corporation is held by the public, as in the 
case of the United States Steel corporation, 
for example, which has some 50 000 stock- 
holders, 1 believe every stockholder has the 
right to know something of the financial 
standing of the company and the manage- 
ment of its affairs, and that it will only be 
companies that are formed on erroneous 
principle of capitalization that will object to 
such publicity. : 

“Its relation to the general public, how- 
ever, is, in my opinion, of great importance 
also because of its position in the market, 
regulating, as it does, the industries over 
which it plays such @n important part. This 
is well illustrated at the present time. You 
doubtless know, a great many of you, of the 
great demand for steel today. Ail lines are 
crowded and people would willingly pay most 
any price for deliveries for current needs. 
Under such circumstances the individual 
operators would have advanced prices con- 
siderably, but the United States Steel cor- 
poration, under iis conservative poiicy, has 
maintained prices reguiarly ever since its 
formation. And I beg to call your attcntion 
to the fact that, although the steel business 
was never 80, prosperous, so far as volume 
is concerned, prices of today are from 30 


| to) 70 per cent lower than they were a year 


and a half ago, prior to the organization of 
the United States Steel corporation.”’ 


Attitude Toward Unions. 


“The relation of these great consolida- 
tions to labor is the subject that is neares: 
my heart,” continued Mr. Schwab. * It is 
the subject of most importance to the wel- 


by the British Iron and Steel Institute a 
short time ago to tell them why the English 
steel industry did not compare with the 
American.

works we have, was $3.99 aday. Ever since 
the formation of these great industrial or- 
ganizations labor has advanced, until today 
we have reached the high water mark with 
reference to the compensation. And that is 
as it should be. . 

“Gentlemen, I stand here and say 
we are not going to have any disagreement 
with labor over the fair return they ought 
to receive. We will be more than liberal 
with them in that direction, but we insist 
that we shall be treated with equal fairness, 
that we shall manage our works as we see 
fit, and shall not be controlled by a trust 
that will regulate the output.of their labor. 
We want the men to stand upd their own 
merits. We want the good men to come 
forward and we want the poor men to stand 
still, and that is as it should be. 

‘“‘ Now, I am.going to tell you the most se- 
rious thing to my mind in regard to the 
future of the great organizations of capital. 


.The great business enterprises of the past 


have been built up by the individual interest 
and the individual efforts of certain indi- 
viduals. If you will look. back over the great 
businesses that have been built up you will 
find that they have been the result of some 
one great mind, which has had all its interest 
in that business. The result of that indi- 
vidualism was great progress, great exten- 
sions, great economies, and great successes. 

‘‘The difficulty with these great combina- 
tions of capital is going to be to get people 
to manage them—people who will put the 
same individual interest and the same in- 
dividual effort into it as the individual did 
into his own property.” 


Ridgely Talks of Nation’s Growth. 

Mr. Ridgely spoke first of the great ma- 
terial progress made by the United States 
in the last century. This progress, he said, 
was illustrated well by the railways. 

‘The railroads,” said Mr. Ridgely, “ lit- 
erally built up the country through which 
they passed, and added enormously to the 
value of the lands and the prosperity and 
wealth of the.peeple. They have suppiled 
the cheapest and’ t transportation in the 
world. The rates have grown steadily less, 
while the selling price of the lands along 
their lines has steadily increased. 

“A corresponding change has taken place 
in many of their securities. The stocks and 
bonds of many railroads which were former- 
ly highly speculative have come to be re- 
garded as permanent investment securities. 
Publication of earnings and results and long 


continued honest, capable management have 


won the confidence of the investing public, 
so that many of our best railroad stocks and 
bonds are now considered as the safest in- 
vestments. 

** This is of special importance and signifi- 
cance to you as bankers. You are called on 
to consider securities not only as invest- 
ments but also their values as the basis of 
credits. Your business is mainly to extend 
credits based on values. Whatever tends to 
maintain values with the minimum of varia- 
tion adds to the safety of banking.”’ 

Mr. Ridgely then spoke of the new prob- 
lems and opportunities brought by the out- 
come of the Spanish war, and told in some 
detail of the growth in exports of machinery 
and other manufactures of iron and steel. 
He continued:

In fact, it Is quite well understood that the 
action of the President today was for the 
purpose of putting a stop to all public ex- 
pressions on the Schley case, either for or

Roosevelt’s Opposition to Schley. 

The President's personal opposition to 
Bchiey did not influence him in the matter. 
He desired to put a stop to the controversy 
as a whole and so yesterday evening he per- 
sonally directed Secretary Long to ask for 
the resignation of Maclay, and at the same 
time fully approved of Mr. Long's letter. 
which by inference is a rebuke to Admiral 
Dewey for having rendered such an opinion 
on a matter not covered by the precept con- 
Vening the court of inquiry. 

The rebuke to General Miles was con- 
sidered at the Cabinet meeting yesterday. 


the start, as he believed the Interview given 
out in Cincinnati was merely an appeal to 
popular prejudice on the part of General 
Miles and was intended to put Miles, Dewey, 
and Schley before the people as martyra to 
the administration. | 
President Roosevelt was warned by some 
of his advisers that the rebuke to General 
Miles would almost certainly be alleged to 
have been a part of a plan of campaign to 
terrorize both the army and the navy in a 
Way adverse to Schiey. The President an- 
nounced at once to his Cabinet that he was 
Willing to accept this issue, that he would 
do what he believed to be best, no matter 
what might be the political consequences to 
himee!lf. 


President Takes Responsibility. 

The President was told that a large faction 
of*the people Was frantic for Schley, and 
that a public rebuke to Miles would merely 
put him on the same popular pedestal al- 
ready occupied by Dewey and Schiey. The 
President replied that it was not a question 
_ ©f consequence nor of expediency, and he 
himself undertook to see that the rebuke to 
th® Lieutenant General was not only severe 
but ewift. 

Secretary Root announced yesterday pub- 
licly that no attention would be paid to the 
Miles interview, but he was immediately im- 
pressed with the enthusiastic inflexibility 
of the President's purpose and readily 
joined in with him, with the result that the 
letter of censure, given to the prese this 
afternoon is said to be the most severe public 
rebuke ever administered to a genera! officer 
in the history of the United States army. 

No officer can be actually reprimanded in 
the army orders themselves except as the 
result of a court-martial. 


Blot on Miles’ Record. 

_ The letter of Secretary Root to General 
Miles will not be read to the regiments, but 
it becomes a part of the civil records of the 
War department, and as such becomes a 
Gecided biot upon the military record of the 
iAeutenant General commanding the army. 

Technically speaking, Lieutenant Genera] 
Miles is entitled to.ask for a court of inquiry 
on the ground that his professional reputa- 
tion has been attacked. As a matter of fact, 
however, such a court would be ordered by 
the President himself, and as Roosevelt 
would be the reviewing officer of the court, 
mo matter what its findings might be, the 
President's personal view would have to 
govern in the end, and he has already pro- 
mounced General Miles gullty of a gross 
breach of discipline. 3

The reprimand is contained in the following 
letter of Secretary Root to General Miles: 

“War Department, Washington, D. C., 
Dec. 1.—Sir: By direction of the President I 
communicate to you his conclusions upon 
your course in the interview to which your 
attention was called by my letter of the 19th 
inst. 

* Your explanation of the public statement 
made by you is not satisfactory. :: 

* You ate in error if you suppose that you 
have the same right as any other citizen to 
express publicly: an- opinion regarding offi- 
cial questions pending in the course of mil- 
itary discipline. The established, invariable 
rules of official propriety necessary to the 
effective discipline of the service impose lim- 
itations upon the public expressions of mil- 
itary officers, with which your long experi- 
ence should have made you familiar. 

*‘ Your duty is to express your opinion on 
official matters when called upon by your 
official superiors or in the due course of your 
official reports and recommendations, and 
not otherwise.

“Under the caption, “ Admiral Schley's Ex- 
ceptions,” ‘the New York Times of Friday 
last printed the following editorial: 

“Secretary Long's worst enemy could not

so freely ‘offered that he hurry up with his 


‘{ndorsement of the findings of the. court of 


inquiry and so ‘close’ the Sampson-Schley 
controversy. The Sampson-Schliey -contro- 
versy will be closed when justice has been 
done to Admiral Schley, not before. “One 
act of outrageous injustice cannot be atoned 
for by another no less outrageous; and a 
storm of public indignation ts not to be 
allayed by those who have provoked it agree- 
ing among themselves that nothing more is 
to be said or done.. 

“Tt will be wéll for the.gentlemen in the 
Navy department to understand clearly that 
the final court inthis case is the people of 
the United States. The people have been 
attentive observers, of the progress of the 
controversy. They have witnessed the fury 
of the assaults upon Schley, and they are 
beginning to have an inkling of the motives 
that He behind them. They have read the 
testimony and studied the findings of the 
eourt. They now have before them the 


the Secretary will disregard them at his 
péril. 

“If the proceedings had been secret the 
Secretary might tear up the exceptions, 
shut the door in the face of Admiral Schley, 
and approve the findings. The public would 
have to be content, for it would have no 
basis of knowledge for its censures. But 
this has not been a midnight proceeding. It 
has gone on in the light of noonday, and the 
people of the country have such adequate 
knowledge of it that they are competent to 
judge of the merit of the exceptions. They 
will find them well taken. It was impossible 
that the majority of the court should have 
reached its recorded conclusions without 
altogether disregarding the testimony of 
distinguished naval officers whose veracity 
has never been impeached and who were in 
a better position than any other witness to 
have knowledge of material facts. 

“The testimony of Captain Cook of the 
Brooklyn, if it had been regarded or be- 
lieved by the court, would have made im- 
possible the findings in regard to dilatori- 
ness, in regard to the ‘ loop,’ and In regard 
to Hodgson. Captain Cook testified that 
there was no danger of a colltsion with the 
Texas, and that instead of causing the 
Brooklyn ‘ to lose distance and positton with 
the Spanish vessels, especially with the Viz- 
caya and the Colon,’ the ‘ loop’ brought him 
about with the Vizcaya on the. starboard 
bow, the Oquendo abeam, and the Colon 
only. a little farther away. All three were 
firing on “Ye Brooklyn, and the whole Amer- 
ican fleet was astern and invisible, until 
presently the Oregon emerged from _ the 
smoke. Unless Captain Cook’s testimony 
is to be thrown out altogether, the * loop’ 
cannot be considered a subject for criticism. 

“The finding if which Schley is censured 
for failing to gapture ‘or destroy the Span- 
ish vessels at anchor near the entrance of 
Santiago harbor on May 29 and 30, and the 
Colon:on May 81, files in the face not only 
of the testimony of unimpeached witnesses 
but of the orders of the Secretary of the 
Navy himself, who . had wisely instructed 
commanders not: to endanger in an action 
with shore batteries ships which there was 
every probability would be needed in a sea 
fight or chase. The finding in regard to coal 
supply also allows no weight as to its effect 
upon Schley’s judgment to the general order

- “ The finding in respect to Schley’s failure 
to get earlier information as to presence of 
the Spanish fleet in the harbor of Cienfuegos 
is unaccountable. McCalla testified that, 
although he had arranged a secret code with 
the insurgents, he communicated it only.to 
Captain Chadwick, not to Schley. Evans 
testified that he knew about the code before 
leaving Key. West, had a written memoran- 
dum of it,. which he had lost, and did not 
communicate it to Schley. Chadwick testi- 
fied that he knew about the code, but did not 
communicate it to Schley. An impartial 
world may have various opinions about the 
failure to tmpart a knowledgeof the code to 
the one man. who ought to have known about 
it, but it can hardly fail to condemn as ab- 
surd a criticism for which no occasion would 
have been furnished if Schley had been in 
possession of the information so strangely 
kept from him. 

‘The twenty-ninth exception of Admiral 
Schley is as follows: : 

‘* Twenty-ninth — That the whole proceedings 
show that the majority of the court, in the 
opinion and report of facts rendered, have selected 
the testimony of a few hostile witnesses and upon 
their testimony have based the said opinion and 
report of facts, discarding all the other testimony 
in the case, without making the slightest reference 
to it, as they were directed by the precept to do. 

‘“‘It would be difficult to draw up a more 
terrible arraignment of the majority of the 
court. Yet it is impossible to dény or con- 
ceal the merit and great force of these ex- 
ceptions to the findings. No civil court, un- 
less its mind was filled with inconceivable 
prejudice, -would fail to give. them. most 
painstaking .consideration. The Secretary 
of the Navy is called upon by the applicant 
to disapprove the findings of the majority 
and to remit the testhmony to the court for 
further and due consideration.’ His approv- 
al of the findings, without any attempt to 
give the relief prayed for, would put him 
in a position before the American people 
which no prudent man would wish to occupy.

Wood-has written a letter to Sefior Busbio 
Hernancez, the President of the Maso Coali- 
tion committee, in which he says that he can- 
not give an extension of time to modify the 
electoral list. The Gevernor also says that 
he cannot postpone the elections nor alter 
thegpersonnel of the Central Board of 
Scrutiny.” He adds, howevér: ‘that he will 
submit the decisions of this latter board to 
the Maso. Electoral committee before they 
are published, so if.they are illegal the Maso 
people can make objections which would be 
investigated. 

The Govérnor said he was convinced that 
the Central board~- had proceeded °strietly 
according to law, and. the responsibility, 
which was greatest on the taxpayers of 
Havana, rested entirely on the Mayor and 
the ayuntamiento. | 

In view of: this letter the Maso Coalitién 
committee ‘decided last night to withdraw 
from the elections.

Parts of New Telescope to Be Set Up 
in Chile Are Received at Lick — 
Observatory. 


Francisco, Cal., Dec. 21.—[Special. ]— 

There were delivered to Lick Observatory 
today mountings of a large reflecting tele- 
scope for usé in Chile to determine velocities 
of stars of the souther: hemisphere. When 
in November last year. Director Campbell 
of Lick told D. O. Mills of New York of the 
need of providing an observatory in the 
southern hemisphere, Mr. Mills, who gave 
Lick ObserVatory its photographic spectro- 
scope, offered to equip the observatory 
needeé@ and pay salaries of astronomers. So 
the -eflecting telescope was ordered and the 
mirrors are being constructed. 

The principal mirror is to be 36% inches in 
diameter and 4% inches thick. With its 
supper surface covered with silver, it will 
refiect light from a star and focus it 17% feet 
from the surface of the mirror. This point 
is thirteen inches below the lower end of 
the great tube, : 

A new photographic spectroscope will -be 
‘attached to the lower end of the big tube 
in such a way that light from the star will 
enter the spectroscrope. The light passes 
through the telescopes and prisms making 
up the spectroscope and falls upon a photo- 
graphic plate. 

The photographs secured will enable ob- 
servers to determine the motions of indi- 
vidual stars. These, with the results at 
Mount Hamilton, will give data for motion 
of the whole solar system.

St. Louis, Mo,, Dec. 21.—Before leaving the 
city the Lilinois-Louisiana Exposition com- 
mission made satisfactory arrangements 
with the Building and Grounds committee 
of the Louisiana Purchase Exposition com- 
pany for a site for the Ilinois Building. 

It is understood, although not officially 
given out, that the Illinois Building will oc- 
cupy a space equal in prominence to that 
given to the Missouri Building. 

The members of the commission expressed 
themselves as satisfied with the site. 

Four carloads of exhibits arrived in St. 
Louis thie week. They constituted a part 
of Mexico's display at the Pan-American 
Exposition and will serve as a nucleus for 
that country’s exhibit at the Louisiana Pur- 


chase Exposition.

Collection of Documents Found in Rich- 
mond Throw Little Additional 


Light on History of Day. 


Richmond, Va., Dec. 21.—The Richmond 
papers will tomorrow print what are known 
at recently. discovered ‘““John Brown pa- 

’* which were found in a lot of rubbish 
in the State Library. It cannot be said that 
they throw any additional light on the John 
Brown raid into Virginia, which resulted in 
his arrest and execution. There is not a 
scratch of John Brown's pen among them... 

They are of two classes, letters to Brown 
and his fellow-prisoners and lgiters from the 
prisoners to persons throughout the coun- 
try. The prisoners, it is supposed, never saw 
the letters sent to them, and the letters writ- 
ten by them were never mailed. 

Those to Brown and his associates are for 
the most part signed with initials only, and 
no prominent persons can be identified with 
them. They are largely from correspona- 
ents in New England, Ohio, and Indiana. 

Two letters to Brown from his sister Hliza- 
beth are both poetic and pathetic, and it is 
evident she had no conception of the fate 
that was in store for him. From marks on 
all it is shown that they were inspected by 
Andrew Hunter of the prosecution or Goy- 
ernor Wise. 

Search is now being made for 4 carpet 
of Brown's said to be hidden in the roof of 
the Capitol Building and to contain his diary 
and some of his documents.

FRENCH COMMISSION ARRIVES 
TO STUDY INDUSTRIES. 


Lasare Weillier, Member of the Council 
ef Foreign Affairs, and Baron La 
Crottelerie, a Manufacturer, Will 
Visit Large Cities eof the United 
States for the Purpose of Getting an 
Insight Inte Business Methods— 
Will Start a Graduate School. 


New York, Dec. 21.—[{Special.}—-The com- 
mittee of French economists appointed by 
M. Millerand, Minister of Commerce of 
France, to study commercial conditions in 
this country, to establish in this country 4 
graduate school for Frenchmen, and to urge 
upon President Roosevelt commercial har- 
mony between the United States and France, 
were passengers on the steamer La Savoie, 
which arrived here this morning from Havre. 

The committee consists of Lazare Weiller, 
member of the French Council of Foreign 
Affairs and of the Colonia! Superior Council; 


and Baron Maurice La Crottelerie, 4 copper |

Waldeck-Rousseau. M. Weiller today, at 
the Waldorf-Astoria, said of the object of 
the committee’s visit: | 

“We have been appointed to investigate 
and report to our government upon industrial 
conditions in this country. We realize that 
America is making vast strides in manufac- 
ture and commerce, and France feels that 
she must send her sons here to learn and to 


Will Visit Chicago. 

“We shall visit Pittsburg, Chicago, Phél- 
aielphia, and other manufacturing centers. 
We have letters of introduction to Charles 
M. Schwab, Andrew Carnegie, Thomas Law- 
son, and others. We shall get more letters 
from M. Cambon, the French Ambassadior 
at Washington, when we go to that city, 
immediately after Christmas. 

“We hope, as the result of our investiga - 
tions, to be able to frame an intelligent re- 
port for our government upon the organize- 
tion and methods of, operation of trusts. I 
presume that the facts I may gather will 
be used by the French government in fram- 
ing laws which shall either favor or oppose 
simélar organizations in my country 


To Study Practical Methods. 

“We plan to establish a graduate school, 
probably at Philadelphia, to which graduates 
from the Ecole Libre des Sciences Politiques 
of , Paris may go to pursue in a practical 
manner their economic studies. 

“We do rot intend to erect school build- 
ings or to establish a faculty, the idea being 
to place some of the brightest of our young 
men at a nominal salary in executive places 
in great corporations, where they may learn 
American methods and perhaps catch some- 
thing of American audacity. , 

“When I go to Washington I shal! call 
officially upon President Roosevelt and talk 
with him concerning the project which inter- 
ests all Frenchmen—that of securing rec- 
iprocity between the two countries.”’ 

Eugene Reboulin, Mayor of Apt and Vice 
President of the Chamber of Commerce of 
Avignon, France, who is visiting his son, 
the American agent of his large fruit-pre- 
serving business, also intends to make an 
individual investigation of American indus- 
trial organizatons.

TELL OF HOSPIPAL WORK 


TRUSTEES OF ST. LUKE’S GRATI- 


#ISD AT RECORD OF YEAR. 


Namber of Patients Trenied 1,818, More 
than One-Third of Whora Paid Not- 
ing—Legacies Re“uce Debt—Policy 
eof Keeping Experses Within In- 
come Adhered To Strictly — Total 
Receipts Over $100,000 and Outlay 


$304 Less—Larger Receipts Needed. 


-The thirty-eighth annual report of St. 
Luke’s Hospital has just been issued and is 
gtatifying to the Board of Trustees inasmuch 
as more work has been done in th® institu- 
tion than in former years, and yet expenses 
have been kept within the income. 

The number of patients treated was 1,818, 
and 56.2 per cent of the cases were taken 
care of without cost to the patients. The 
training school for nurses connected with the 
hospital is in a flourishing condition. 

The legacy of $25,000 left by T. B. Blackstone 
enabled the trustees to reduce the mortgage 
debt by $22,562 after the inheritance taxes 
had been paid. Notice has been received of 
another legacy of $5,000 from Mrs. Jennie 
Ludington Young. The estate of Albert 
Houston paid $2,000, 

Many improvements have been made during 
the year in the hospital and the building is in 
better condition than ever. William G. Hib- 
bard has built a smoking-room, cénnected 
with the Hibbard surgical ward. The nurses 
in their limited hours of spare time gathered 
material for a fair, which was held on April 
18 in the Nurses’ home. They realized 
$1,080, which they devoted to the current 
expenses of the hospital. 


Finances of the Hospital. 

In commenting on the finances the report 
contains the following by the trustees: 

“The financia! statements printed here- 
with show the healthy condition of the hos- 
pital finances. The policy of keeping the 
expenses within the receipts has been rigidly 
and successfully adhered to through the 
year. It is undoubtedly the only course to 
follow, but the trustees are constantly re- 
minded of the suffering that could be mih- 
istered to if the supply of current funds 
were larger. Every additional! dollar re- 
ceived over the present Income would enlarge 
the charitable work.’” 

Tne total receipts were $100,293, and the 
expenses amounted to $90,899, leaving a bai- 
A large part 
of the income came in the form of contribu- 
tions from Episcopal churches and individ- 
uals, Sixteen beds were supported by in- 
dividuals and firms by the payment of $300, 
and five beds through the St. Luke’s Auxil- 
iary board. 

The Woman's board reported that the 
Committees on Free Beds had collected 
$1,204. The committees on chi!dren’s-cloth- 
ing, delicacies; china, and library covered 
the table at each meeting with luxuries and 
necessaries for the home and the hospita.. 
The members succeeded in raising $1,622. 


Statistics of Patients. 


“The number of patients treated in the 
hospital during the year is less than last 
year,’ says the report, but the number 
of patient days, which represents the amount 
of work done, is considerab.y larger. The 
cost per patient day has been reduced with- 
out injury to the service from $1.85 to $1.80. 
The in-patient free work amounts to 36.2 per 
cent of the whole. In addition must be taken 
into account a considerab.e number of pa- 
tients who are admitted and counted as pay 
patients, but who are unable to keep up their 
payments. Again the accident ward cases 
are, with few exceptions, treated without 
The patients treated in the dispen- 
sary are wholly free so far as the treatment 
is concerned. We may therefore safely esti- 


mate the free work of the hospital at not less | 


than 45 per cent of the whole.”

PROTECTS SECRET ORDERS FROM 
RENEGADE LODGES. 


Local Officers Say They Have No Fear 
of Secrets Being Sold by New-York- 
er Who Offers Reduced Rates— 
Wearing of Sptrious Emblems Con- 
atitates a Misdemeanor in Ilinois— 
Lecal Seciety of Bad Repute Once 
Formed, but Seon Died. 


The attempt of a certain man to dispose 
of secrets of the Masonic order in the State 
of New York brought no terrors to the 
hearts of local members of the order yes- 
terday. Officers high in the councils of the 
organization said Llinois possessed a law 
making the wearing of society emblems 
by those unauthorized to do so, wheth- 
er Masonic or the pin of a labor union, 
a misdemeanor subject to punishment by 
both a fine and imprisonment. 

While it is admitted that this man might 
succeed in organizing a branch of the order 
in New York, local representatives of the 
order said it would do him no good other 
than to fill his pockets with the money of 
men who were anxious to secure something 
for nothing. No comment was made on the 
prospect of prosecuting him by local Masons, 
as they desire to await a report from Grand 
Master Charles W. Meade before they ex- 
press their opinion. 


One Attempt Made Here. 

‘‘ We have no fears of the establishment of 
bogus organizations in Illinois,’ said Grand 
Secretary Gil W. Barnard. ‘‘ The enly at- 
tempt ever made was in the 70s, when a local 
real estate dealer, now living in a suburb of 
Chicago, organized a renegade lodge and 
advertised it extensively throughout the 
city. First he got $60 for the three degrees 
of the blue lodge, but the price gradually 
dropped to $15. The members, however, 
never were recognized by the regular mem- 
bers of the order, and the lodge eventually 
died a natural death. Since then there has 
been no attempt locally to dispose of the 
secrets of Masonry. 

‘In the West, however, lodges have been 
organized in Ohio and Kentucky of the stripe 
proposed by this man in New York. In Ohio, 
I believe, there are five lodges whose names 
resemble those of the regular organizations. 
Neither the members of the Ohio nor the 
Kentucky organizations are recognized by 
the regular members, and it is impossible for 
them to attend lodge meetings. 


Career of Bogus Organizer. 

‘This man in New York has hada strange 
career. He really is a Mason and has gone 
as high as the Commandery. He established 
the Royal Arcanum and is said to have made 
a fortune from the organization before the 
business-men in it found him out and deposed 
him’ Then he organized the Order of Royal 
Good Fellows. 

‘* He is widely known in the East. and re- 
cently offered in an advertisement to estab- 
lish lodges of Masons and give all the de- 
gress in the order to those who desired to 
join. The advertisement attracted attention 
and he obtained considerable notoriety from 
it.. So far as Illinois is concerned, we have 
no fears of him because it is possible here 
to reach by law men who wear society em- 
blems without possessing the right to doso.,”’ 


EARNINGS OF RAILROADS

In Eleven Months Ended Nov, 30 100 
Lines Have Gain of $68,000,000, 
Compared with $52,000,000 in 1899. 


In the eleven months ended on Nov. 30, 
1901, the earnings of 100 roads increased

$55,500,000 In 1890, $52,000,000 In 1899, and 
$89,500,000 In 1808. Twenty roads out of the 
number have increased over $1,000,000 each 
in eleven months,

LONDON, “Dec, 21.—The increase in the 
strength and circumstantiality of peace ru- 
mors has received a fresh impetus from 


Lord Rosebery’s appeal to the governmen: 
to give a willing ear to suggestions for negu- 


tiations, if such should come from the Boer 


leaders in Holland. 

Rosebery.s reference to the possibility of 
arranging an accidental meeting preliminary 
to discussion, such as has occurred before 
now at a wayside inn,’’ is considered by 
many to have more behind it than the mere 
expression of a personal wish, and that noth- 
ing should be allowed to stand in the way of 
any possible means of bringing about a ces- 
sation of hostilities. 

4 Court Anxious for Peace. | 

There is an impression that the sugges- 
tion was in the nature of a Ballon d’ Essai to 
test public opinion in réference to some such 
procedure. Prelimitiary steps in this direc- 
tion by way of carefully sounding the Boer 
leaders’ at The Hague have already been 
taken quite. unofficially and without impli- 
eating the government in any way. 

The chief influence which, it is believed, 
has been at work with this object in view is 
that of the English court, where the anxiety 
to sée peace at any rate within view by the 
date of the coronation, is probably even 
keener than in any other circles. 

Duchess of Albany the Medium: 

The Duchers of Albany, who has been visit- 
ing her sister, the Dowager Queen Emma of 
Holland, is believed to have been the inter- 


| médiary for this work of sounding the Boer 


Executive in the Netherlands. 

Rumors regarding the Boers’ attitude have 
been frequént and contradictory. One of the 
latest has been contradicted as flatly as it was 
asserted, It is that they are ready to accept 
the position of a federal unit in a confedera- 
tion in south African states analogous to 
the federation of Australian colonies. 

It is, however, too early yet to discuss any 
definite arrangement, and although the Brit- 
ish people grow daily more wearied of this 
inglorious war, its temper is such that any 
steps toward settlement must be taken with 
the greatest caution: 

Discuss Rosebery Speech. 

The week before Christmas in Engiand is 
proverbially the quietest in the whole year 
in the political world. This year, however, 
Lord Rosebery’s speech at Chesterfield has 
provided a topic which has been eagerly 
discussed every day by the entire British 
press, while it has also been the main sub- 
ject of discussion in all the political clubs 
and among the general public, | 
Now after a week's consideration the pre- 
vailing verdict is that the speech has shown 
Lord Rosebery to be the one man able to 
head the party which, whether composed 
entirely of Liberals or partly also of Libera}l- 
Unionists and Conservatives discontented

(BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. } a 
LONDON, Dec. 21.—Lord, Rosebery ig) 
neither a Gladstone nor a Boulanger, yet he 


combines unmistakably certain qualities of 


both. Except Gladstone, not an English 
statesman of this era has so closely held the — 
attention of his contemporaries or so inters 
ested them. Yet nervelessness, lack of vigor 
in his action, as distinct from his speech, re- 
minds more political critics than one of Bou~ 
langer at the time of that famous coup 
d’état which was never struck. 

Talk of the Chesterfield incident still ex> 
ceeds in volume that on all other current po- 
Htical topics, while the variety of opinion 
expressed upon it is fairly amazing. Not 
only: do no two journals of the same party 
seem to take exactly the same point of view 
or arrive at the same coficlusions, but it Js 
difficult in many cases to ne the differ- 
ent passages of the same article. 

The Léberal Daily News reviles Lord Rose< 
pery as vituperatively as the Tory Standard, 
while the non-partisan Times halls him ip 
one breath as a patriot and a statesman, who 
rose easily to the level of a great occasion, 
and in the next declares that hie policy, “ if 
it is permissible to call it so,” has an unprac- 


tical air. 

Speech Not Understood. 
Some of the bewilderment is due to the 
fact that despite the Herculean efforts of the 
telegraph authorities, hampered by the de- 
rangement of wires, to provide facilities for 
the reporters the transcripts of the speech 
reached the London printing offices so late 
that the leaders were written before the 
editors. had a chance to read all. Why se 
clever a man as the ex-Premier should have 
sailed to prepare slips of his speech before- 
hand, leaving the correspondents only to 
write in the “ hear, hears,” and” laughters,” 
is difficult for an American to understand.) 
He might better, for that matter, have de- 
livered his great speech right in London, 
But undoubtedly the occasion took on 
glamor, because of the comparative remote- 
neds of Chesterfield, because the Rosebery 
meeting was a big event in a small town, 
because the newspaper managers through- 
out the kingdom were put at their wits’ end 
to properly “cover” the proceedings, and 
all that sort of thing was exceedingly Rose- 

beryish. 

Today’s Spectator informs the Earl that 
he may assuredly be the leader if he wants 
te, but that he must act now or miss his 
chance altogether. Much the same thing 
wus said after his speech at the luncheon 
in the city last summer, but it is likely that 
Lord Rosebery will continue to lean on the 
fence a while longer to survey the prospect 
vefore making up his mind whether to climb 
vver or return to his lonely furrow. _. 


New Leader Is Needed. 

Meanwhile, there is need of a new man t6 
inite the opposition, which seems to be the 
iulea of Rosebery’s friend’. The tendency of 
his speech, though it contains small con- 
sideration for the out-and-out pro- Boers and 
none at all for the important Irish contin- 
gent, seems to be less urgent. Lord Kitch- 
ener reports good progress from the seat of 
war, and I learn that Baden-Powell, who 
is thought ‘of highly here both as a soldier 
and military criic, said privately the other 
day that in his bellef the war would end for 
good and all on the eve of the next south 
African winter, which begins about April. + 

Not only has the city made up its mind 
that there shall be no more consols issued 
and that.the condition of things in south 
Africa will continue to improve, but both 
French and German financiers seem lately 
to come to the same conclusion, and they | 
are believed to get their information from 
Boer sources. So it-is thought that Lord 
Rosebery will give up his Mediterranean 
yachting trip and take the conspicuous place 
he ought to fill in the proceedings of the 
House of Lords at the beginning of the ses- 
sion. | 

No change of any sort in the present ma~ 


chinery of government is expected till after 


coronation, when possibly Lord Salisbury 
may retire. A few weeks ago things looked 
dark and dubious. Perhaps in a few weeks 
more prospects may change again. Just 
now England seems bent on making its 
Christmas as happy as possible. *3 


New Tax on Tobacco. 

Tobacco te cheap here now and the bust- 
ness particularly good, but tobacconists have 
lately been called upon to contemplate in- 
creased taxation of their commodity in the 
next budget. The result of the American 
invasion has cheapened tobacco and in- 
creased the trade so as to make it well worth 
Sir Michael Hicks-Beach’s while to con- 
sider tobacco in arranging to meet the 
deficiency facing him. 3 

The reports of the illness of Cecil Rhodes 
whispered about in the city this week were 
doubtless only the repetitions of rumors of 
the early autumn and receive little credence, 


but inevitably cause some uneasiness, as 79 
Rhodes, though scarcely as formidable as 


he was five years ago, is still considered a 
necessary man to the development of the 
South African Chartered company, vt which 
he is the head and front, and all interests in 
Rhodesia. Likely, too, his importance will 
grow with the building up of trade in south 
Africa. His plan for the recolonizing of the 
Orange and Transvaal colonies with English | 
settlers has been favorably received here. 


New Band of Cranks. 

The newest band of cranks on the con- 
tinent are the Flemings, who are trying 
to revive their practically dead language 
for ordinary use In Belgium, where it is un- 
known except in corrupted forms in the 
rural districts. They take their place with 
the advocates of the Czech and Gaelic re- 
vivals, and others in Europe who are trying 
to stay the departure of decaying tonguts. 
Dr. Mahaffy tn an interesting address be- 
fore the Modern Language association this 
week dwelt upon this folly, and also on’ 
the need of better and more sensible teach- 
ing of the three great modern languages. 
Every one must know, to get along well in 
Europe, French, German, and English. It 
might be true, he said, that English is be- | 
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coming the universal language In one sense, 
but it is equally true that neither of the 
others ever gives way to it, and the alter- 
mative for the three countries was a tri- 
lingual ideal. 

Bacon-Shakspeare Again.

Reasons for It. 


EOPLE have been for so long 
accustomed to identify Rus- 
sia with the stories of sav- 


Poles that it is somewhat 
startling to find the latter

ment. Indeed, there are 
plenty of people to whom the 
cable dispatches of the last 
two weeks bearing upon the 
4 matter will have recalled the 
generally forgotten fact that, 
Poland belong- 

, ng to Russia there are two 
other Polands, the one forming part of 
Austria-Hungary and the other of Germany. 
For when the ancient kingdom of Poland, 
which played so great a réle in the old workd 
history during several centuries, was par- 
titioned, it was divided into three parts, Rus- 
sia. taking the Mon’s share, with about 
7,000,000 inhabitants, Austria a smaller slice, 
with a population of some 4,000,000, while 
Prussia’s part in the spofls was a territory 

with a population of about 3,000,000. 

.The Poles of Austria are today the most 
loyal and contented of the subjects of Em- 
peror Francis Joseph. It is from the ranks 
of their nobility that he prefers to recruit 
his Ministers and great dignitaries of the 
household, the Chancellor of the Dua] Em- 
pire and the Minister of the Imperial House 
at the present moment being a member of 
the Polish aristocracy, while it is the devo- 
tion of the people of Austrian Poland to the 
Hapsburg dynasty that constitutes one of 
the strongest bulwarks of defense of the 
Dual Empire from any eastern and north- 
eastern attack om the part of either Russla 
or Germany. 

The Poles of Russia and of Germany are, 
on the other hend, so discontented, and im- 
bued with such bitter feelings towards their 
Muscovite and Teuton masters, that they 
form an important element of danger to both 
Germany and to Russia, a danger which the 
military authorities of these two countries 
are obliged to take into important account in 
considering the possibilities of war. In one 
word, there is no Polish question In Austria, 
but In Russia and in Germany the Polish 
questions exist and are a source of as much 
trouble, anxiety, and, I may add, weakness 
= Irish question is to the British Em- 


FEW notes of explanation 
of this condition of affairs 
may be of timely interest to 
the readers of THE TRIBUNE, 
the more s0 as there has al- 
ways prevailed in this coun- 
try a strong feeling of sym- 
pathy for the Poles. Ameri- 


Polish patriot, Thaddeus Kos- 
| clusko, to whom a memorial 
has been erected at West 
Point, was one of the prin- 
cipal Lieutenants of Wash- 
: ington. and that a number of 
| his fellow-countrymen took 
part in the American war of 
independence. Besides, the 

Poles have always been 

looked upon in the United 

States as victims of mon- 

archial despotism, and as having been un- 

justly deprived of their national independ- 

ence in order to satisfy the territorial greed 

of three empires, banded to- 

gether for no other purpose than to crush out 

of existence a relatively small and neighbor- 
ing state. 

While there are elements of truth in this 
view it is not entirely correct. I have no in- 
tention of embarking here upon any course 
of Polish history, or of championing the 
partition of the kingdom. But I would mere- 
ly point out that at the time when it occurred 
the country was in a state of anarchy of 
such. a character as to disturb the neighbor- 
ing states, and due to the intolerable op- 
pression of the peasantry by the nobility, 
which latter was divided into innumerable 
factions, carrying on sanguinary warfare 
amongst themselves. Originally the same 
principle of peasant and communal pro- 
prietorship of the land that exists in Russia 
and in the Balkan states prevailed in Poland, 
but by degrees the Polish nobiles had appro- 
priated all the land, and the peasantry were 
possessed of no political rights and subjected 
to a slavery far more cruel than the serfs 
of Russia previous to their liberation, were 
even worse off than the beasts of the field, 
their frequent risings against their oppres- 
sors—that is to say, the Polish nobles— 
merely adding to the general chaos and con-

roy, the Grandduke Constantine, who 
until that time had been regarded as the 
idol of the Polish people, and who was 
morganatically married to a Polish lady. 
The troops called upon to suppress the riot 
fraternized with the people, which was not 
unnatural, seeing that they belonged to the 
same nationality. That was the end of 
Polish autonomy, and as soon as the in- 
surrection had been suppressed by means of 
Russian troops Poland was declared a Rus- 
sian province. 


From that time forth the one object and. 


avowed aim of the Muscovite government 


has been to Russianize the Polish provinces 


of the empire, and to obliterate as far as 
possible every vestige of nationalism. With 
the object of accomplishing this the Russian 
language was substituted for Polish in all 
schools, universities, legal procedure, and 
official communications, At times the rep- 
resentation of Polish plays has been forbid- 
den on the stage, and people were likewise 
prohibited from singing any of the national 
songs of Poland in:any public place. 

The Russian Tchinovik, or official, es- 
pecially of the lower grade, is as a general 
rule devoid of any breadth of view, tact, or 
sense of justice, added to which he is im- 
bued with that disposition towards despotism 
and tyranny peculiar to the oriental races, 
among which it is necessary to include the 
Russians. It will readily be understood 
therefore that the policy of Russianization 
put Into execution by instruments of this 
class quickly developed into intolerable op- 
pression, which weighed far more heavily 
on the traveled and enlightened Polish 
aristocracy than it did upon the peasantry. 
Indeed, the latter would have yielded there- 
to had it not been for their clergy. 


HE Poles in Russia, in Ger- 
many, and in Austria have 
always been fervent Roman 
Catholics. The clergy of 
that denomination were 
quick to appreciate the fact 
that the substitution of the 
Russian language for Polish 
constituted an important 
step towards the substitu- 


faith for the Roman Catholic 
Church, the conversion of 
the Catholic Poles to the 
national state church of 
Russia being, indeed, an 
‘avowed feature of the 
scheme of Russianizing Po- 
| land. 
Owing to this the Roman 
Catholic clergy of Poland 
have for the last seventy years formed the 


most active and successful opponents of the 


Russian policy in Poland, and being in much 
closer touch and more intimate communion 
with the peasantry than any Russian official 
can ever hope to be, have encouraged the 
masses to cling to. their language and to resist 
all attempts to Russianize them, impressing 
upon their mind that it was their spiritual 
welfare which was at stake and that it was 
preferable to submit to the persecution en- 
talled by resistance to the Russian authori- 
ties than to imperil their salvation by mak- 
ing concessions the object of which was to 
bring about their abandonment of the church 
of Rome for the Orthodox rite. 

Hundreds of Roman Catholic Bishops and 
priests in Poland have been imprisoned and 
‘exiled to Siberia. But like their flocks they 
are ready to suffer martyrdom for their faith, 
and itis in this that must be sought one of the 
chief sources of discontent in Russian Po- 
land. For materially the lot of the Polish 
peasant—now an owner of his land, entitled

Identically the 
same. methods are employed 
as on the Russian side of the 
border, .and whereas the 
Roman Catholic Church is 
treated with the most dis- 
tinguished consideration in 
the Western portion of the 
German empire it is sub- 
jected to every kirid of re- 
strictive measure in the 
eastern province of Posen, 
whereas the government 
sees in the Roman Catholic 


‘clergy the principal obstacle to its program 


over Germanizing the Poles. 

Catholic’ nobles are high in favor at the 
court of Berlin, and occupy the most emi- 
nent positions in the imperial household, in 
the army, amd in the various branches of the 
government administration. But only Pro- 
testants are appointed to any office in Ger- 
man Poland, and everything Is done to in- 
duce the rising generation to adopt the 
Lutheran. faith, not on religious grounds, 
but for the purpose of emancipating it from 
the spiritual and incidentally the political 
influence of the Roman Catholic 
which, as stated above, remaine an obstacle 
to the Germannization of the people. 

The German officials of the lower class 


are like the Russians, often brutal in their | 


methods, devoid of judgment and of tact, 
and apt to regard disobedience to their be- 


hests as furnishing an excuse for the em- | 


ployment of measures of an altogether in- 
tolerable character. For it is impossible to 
describe im any other language their con- 
duct at Wreschen, where Catholic Polish 
children were flogged by their schoo! teach- 
ers until they were crippled for declining to 
learn German prayers and hymns, the sub- 
sequent intervention in their behalf by their 
parents being visited upon the latter with 
terms of imprisonment on charges of in- 
citing to disobedience of the authorities. 
One old woman, widowed and ailing, who 
was sent to prison for two years on this 
account, exclaimed pathetically im reply to 
inquiry to the court as to what she had to 
say fo~ herself: ‘‘ AM we ask is that our 
children should be taught religion itn Polish 
and not in German, so that we may at least 
have the satisfaction of being able to pray 
with them.”’ 


T is only during the last few 
years that this program of 
Germanizing the Poles has 
been enforced with so much 
vigor and severity. Old Em- 
peror WilMNam would never 
allow it, his marked pnedi- 
lection for the Poles and the 
good will which he enter- 
tained for them being pop- 
ularly ascribed to his ro- 
mantic infatuation in early 
life for the lovely Princess 
Elise Radziwill, a Polish 
noblewoman, whom he 
would have married, even 
at the cost of his succession 
to the throne, hadit not been 

for his father’s prohibition. 
During the finst part of the 
present Emperor's reign the Polish aristoc- 
racy played a great role at the court of 
Berlin, especially the lovely Baroness Kos- 
chiel Koschielski, whose alleged influence

guage in judicial and administrative mat- 
tera. The result is that the Polish party in 
the imperial Parliament at Vienna {fs the 
one upon whose support the government can 
always rely, and that the aristocracy, the 
clergy, and the peasantry of Austrian Poland 
all alike hall Francis Joseph m Polish as 
their King.

That Export sin Legislature enacted a 
Tax on Wis- law. which ts neither wise 
consin Ice. por just. It was the one 
attempting to put an ex- 

port tax of 10 cents a ton on all Ice shipped 
out of the State. Chicago is the largest 
outside consumer of Wisconsin ice. The un- 
neighboriy Legislature of that State en- 
Geavored to reach out beyond its limite 
and levy @ tax on the consumers of ice in 
Chicago. They are the ones who wili have 
to pay this 10 cents a ton if it shall be co)- 
lected. If this method of raising money for 
State purposes were permissible export taxes 
could be impused on the iron ore, iumber, 
and other commodities shipped out of the 
State. But such a tax as Wisconsin is seek- 
ing to put on Chicagoans next summer is 
not permissible. A citizen of Wisconsin 
who seée fit to ship to this city ice which 
is his property cannot be made to pay 10 
cents a ton as a prerequisite. Neither can 
a citizen of Chicago who attempts to ship 
out of Wisconsin ice which he hae bought 
there of cut there himself be stopped at 
the boundary line and made to pay an ex- 
port tax. There are t and there cannot 
be any State custotn-houses. Interstate 
commerce is regulated by Congress and can- 
not be hampered or destroyed by the States. 
The season for shipping ice has now ar- 
rived, and this week proceedings will be 
commenced to test the validity of this ice 
“tax law. It is so manifestly unconstitu- 
tional that the Chicago consumers of ice 
need not be afraid that they wil] have to 
pay taxes for the support of the Wisconsin

| even in the minds of some of those who have 


criticised severely the Secretary's financial 
theories, between the administrative ca- 
pacity Mr. Gage has displayed in the man- 
agement of his great department and sug- 
gestions to Congress concerning the cur- 
rency, which they conceive to be injudicious 
and which Congress has chosen not to act 
upon. | | 

Regarding these fruitless recommenda- 
tions to Congress it is not just to say that 
Secretary Gage represented fully the 
opinions of all the best bankers in the Unit- 
ed States. While a number of bankers 
agreed with him publicly and many influ- 
ential ones joined with him in the expres- 
sion of his opinions, others were as decided- 
ly opposed to those opinions. The latter, 
however, were reserved and silent. They 
were unwilling to give public expression to 
their adverse sentiments for the reason that 
it would seemingly put them in a position of 
antagonism to the Secretary of the Treas- 


they continually have dealings. The names 
of half a dozen of the most prominent bank- 
ers in Chicago might be given as those of 
men who do not agree with Secretary Gage 
in reference to the asset currency scheme, 
but their dissent has been only privately 
expressed. 

The value of Mr. Gage as Secretary of the 
Treasury to the country consisted in his 
recognized conservatism and the broad, in- 
telligent views concerning business ques- 
tions which he was known to entertain. His 
presence in the Treasury department, es- 
pecially during the years of greater nervous- 
ness which immediately followed 1896, was 
a guarantee of industrial and financial sta- 
bility, an insurance against panics as well 
as those headlong speculations which a 
conservative banker detests. There can be 
no question that the business community 
has had extreme confidence in Mr. Gage, and 
it was justified. He was looked to first 
and foremost when there was a crisis of 
any nature, and no demand was ever made 
at such a time which he did not respond to 
promptly and fully. | 

Nor did he seem to make the mistake of 
overdoing things, though urged on by the 
pressure of laws in which he had no faith. 
Ife purchased bonds to relieve business ne- 
cersities, but he always resorted to this ex- 
pedient reluctantly, and stopped as soon as 
possible. If he had been intrusted with the 
framing of the laws of the United States 
it would have had a different financial sys- 
tem from the one it has now. 
have been necessary to purchase govern- 
ment bonds at greatly advanced rates to re- 
lieve business needs. For such purchases 
Secretary Gage cannot be blamed. He op- 
erated broken-down, antiquated financial 
machinery to the best of his ability. It 
must be said also that the Secretary never 
asked special consideration for himself in 
view of the most embarrassing situation in 
which he was placed.

they naturally are the most qualified men 
in the whole country to pass upon questions 
relating to financial administration. : 

But back of this is that distrust which 
arises in the mind of a certain element in 
the community—perhaps not well informed 
—when it sees the national finances in- 
trusted to the hands of a banker, There are 
some “ simple” people who think the Treas- 
ury department is safer in the hands of a 
broad-minded, sagacious business-man, or 
a merchant recognized for his business 
ability as much as for his relations imme- 
diately to the financial policies of the ad- 
ministration. This question was certainly 
most seriously considered in making up the 
Cabinet of President Garfield. ‘There was 
a strong and determined effort to keep the 
Treasuyy department away from what was 
then technically described as ** Wal! street.” 
President Garfield ippreciated the wisdom 
of avoiding an apparent identification of 
the interests of the government and of the 
“street” and acted accordingly. 

It may bé that this distrust among the 
“common people "—-the farmers, mechan- 
ics, etc.—is ill founded, narrow-minded, and 
bigoted. But the fact that it exists cannot 
be denied or disputed. It must be reck- 
oned with. If the roll of Secretaries of 
the Treasury appointed by Republican 
Presidents, from Lincoln to Roosevelt, is 
examined there will be found few names of 
bankers in the long list. 3 | 

Governor Crane should be an ideal Sec- 
retary of the Treasury because he unites 
with the experience of the trained and suc- 
cessful business-man that of the politician 
who has had to dea) with legislative ques- 
tions and legislative bodies and has learned 
how to do it to the best advantage.

WHat Is CHaBITY! 
' “Mayor Harrison,” said Dr. Hirsch the 
other evening, “* shows that he does not un- 
derstand organized charity when he says 
that the police can give relief to sufferers 
in an hour while the charity societies take 
twenty-four.” By this Dr. Hirsch meant 
that when a man measures the compara- 
tive value of two charitable enterprises 
simply by the comparative speed with which 
they administer their relief, he discloses 
his ignorance of the principles upon which 
charitable work should proceed: 

To give food to the hungry and clothes to 
the ragged is good. This the charity or- 
ganization societies endeavor to do. But in 
doing this they do not suppose that they 
have done much. The relief of immediate 
want is necessary, but it is merely a make- 
shift. The deeper problem is that of raising 
the dependent family from the position in 
which it is always in immediate want of 
the necessaries of life to a position in which 
it is capable of self-support and, therefore, 
of self-respect, Giving a poor man food 
or clothes is like giving a sick man whisky 
or morphine. Such measures are frequent- 
ly necessary in order to preserve life and 
to earry the than through a period of ex- 
treme weakness, but they are not the means 
of restoring him to complete health. That 
can be accomplished only by remedies of a 
different kind, in which diet, fresh air, and 
exercise play a large part. 

Similarly, a dependent family, which may 
be regarded as sick in the economic sense, 


“can seidom be cured of its disease by any 


such emergency measures as the gift of a 
bundle of clothes or of a basket of food. To 
do this is simply to administer a stimulant, 
not to prescribe an adequate course of trea‘- 
ment. This is where Mayor Harrison and 
thousands of other people are under a migap- 
prehension. They conceive of charity sim- 
ply as this giving out of material relief. 
Now, to the charity organization societies 
it is something altogether different. 
them it means the gradual transformation 
of the dependent into the steady wage- 
earner. This transformation is to be ef- 


' fected not only by charitable giving, which 


is not neglected, but by the use of all those 
forces which in our modern world make 
for right living. Such forces are nowadays 
both many and strong, and by cotperation 
with them many a family has been rescued 
from chronic destitution. This is the work 
that the charity organization societies have 
marked out for themselves. The paid work- 
ers and the volunteers of those societies have 
a plan of campaign that is systematic and 
comprehensive. By personal acquaintance 
with the family in question; by moral en- 
couragement; by finding work; by securing 
the interest of kindred, neighbors, and 
friends; by conference with landlord, em- 
ployer, and clergyman; by taking advantage 
of the influence exerted by the trades union, 
the fraternal society, and the social settle- 
ment; by codperating with the school teach- 
er, the police magistrate, and the probation 
officer—by these and a thousand other de- 
vices the family that has failen into the 
slough of despond and is there floundering 
helplessly while charitable people throw it 
an occasional rag or crumb is drawn out 
of the mire and put once more on firm 
ground. 

This is the aim of organized, far-sighted, 
charitable effort. No doubt the police can 
spend more money in an hour than ocr- 
‘ganized charity will in a day. But what 
of that? The ability to spend money is no 
such singular proof of genius as to call 
for especial admiration. The question is 
whether or not the money was spent wisely. 
Did it do anything to make further expen- 
diture unnecessary? Was it a permanent 
or only a temporary good? If the money 
has had no further result than a momentary 
gratification to the recipient it has not done 
all, or, perhaps it would be better to say, it 
has not done more than the smallest part 
of, the work that may be rightfully expect- 
ed from it. This is the point of view that 
Dr. Hirsch took when he said that the 
Mayor did not understand organized chari- 
ty, and this is the point of view which, from 
present indications, will be universally taken 
by the charity of the future. 


“ELOQUENCE” AND “FACTS.” 

At Tuesday's convocation at the Univer- 
sity of Chicago Professor Jameson took oc- 
casion to congratulate the world on its de- 
liverance from the bonds of literary elo- 
quence. ‘“ We are living,” said the pro- 
fessor, “in an age of prose. The world 
eares less today for eloquetce than it does 
for facts.” Now, whether this is true or 
not depends largely upon what is meant by 
“the world.” There is undoubtedly a little 
circle in which there is a ravenous hunger 
for the truth and in which there is more 
interest displayed over a new twist toa fact 
than over a new turn to a sentence, 

The professor is learnedly mistaken if 
he thinks that these conditions prevail 
everywhere. Miss Jane Addams was near- 
er the truth when she said that one ought to 
get over the notion that people are all thirst- 
ing for knowledge. If Professor Jameson 
wishes to see a startling proof of Miss 
Addams’ substantial correctness in this 
‘matter let him deliver a lecture in Chicago 
on the same night that Bourke Cockran or 
Senator Beveridge makes a speech. The 
professor may know more facts than either, 
or both, of the other two gentlemen, but the 
world has an inveterate and invincible fond- 
ness for the swelling phrase and the thrilling 
voice. And why should it not? Facts are 
facts, it is true. But they are not art. 
Oratory is. And as long as men are de- 
lighted by art oratory will be practiced and 
applauded. 

The same remarks may be applied to 
what Professor Jameson said about Mac- 
aulay. “ The students of history are leav- 
ing Macaulay.” Yes, but the people are not. 
The people insist upon preferring Macaulay, 
with all his rampant Whiggery, to the scien- 


tific historiographers who may be more ac- 


curate but who are considerably less inter- 
esting than the report of a fish commission. 
Again, it is a question of art. Macaulay is 
an intellectual pleasure. The scientiiic gen- 
tlemen who devote themselyes to historica] 
drudgery often are mere “ hodmen of lit- 
erature.” Of course their work is valuable. 
But it is valuable only to specialists. The 
ordinary educated man tosses them aside 
and goes back to the vivid picture of Mon- 
mouth’s rebellion. He is interested in Mac- 
aulay’s Monmotith. He is bored by the 
Monmouth of certain of Macaulay’s suc- 
cessors. 7 

In other words, if the scientific historian, 
who is, or ought to be, better acquainted 


with the reign of William III. than Mac.

from his pedestal, he will do well to add to 
his learning literary skill; to his scientific | 
apparatus, artistic coloring; to his factsy 
emotion. Facts alone will not do it. 
Though there may be millions and mil-_ 
fons of them, they will simply “heap 
on themselves damnation” so far as 
the educated public is concerned. No- 
body will dislodge Macaulay except an 
artist like upto him. Men do not live on 
facts alone. It would not be well forthem 
if they did. For mental health they need 
the pleasures of art, and one of the domains 
of art is style. Accordingly, men demand 
style, literary power, words, phrases, sen- | 
tences. The historian who would be read 
must remember this as perhaps the only 
“fact” that is absolutely indispensable to 
him. 


“THE PLAGUE OF STATISTICS.” 

Gratitude is always due the man who 
achieves a clear and candid statement of 
either side of an important question, for 
wise decision of issues as of legal cases re- 
quires an examination of what can be said 
both pro and con. From this point of view 
Mr. Eugene Richard White has served the 
community well by publishing an article 
upon “The Plague of Statistics” in the 
current number of the Atlantic in which 
he demonstrates to his own satisfaction the 
evil of cultivating statistics so assiduousiy 
as Americans are doing just at present. 

Upon the reader, however, Mr. White's 
invective is likely to have an effect precisely 
opposite to that intended. Nothing recom- 
mends statistical work more strongly to the 
common sense of the community than what 
seems to Mr. White its cardinal defect. Ac- 
cording to him the evil of statistics lies in 
the fact that they tempt us to lay aside 
feeling in the treatment of public ques- 
tions and accept the guidance of calculating 
reason. “ No longer dare we appeal to the 
emotions,” wails Mr. White, “no longer do 
men sway men with truth of words. Facts, 
and the exact expression of them, are what 
we seem to desire. . . . Judging from 
the means taken to convince and excite us, 
as a race we are becoming incapable of any 
reason not expressed by one of the great di- 
visions of mathematics.” 

To this charge of promoting a dispassion- 
ate discussion of public questions statistics 
must plead guilty and suffer whatever pen- 
alty the court chooses to impose for such a 
crime. But it is not at all certain that the 
jury, composed of the American public, be- 
fore which the case is being tried, will share 
the prosecuting atttorney’s strange convic- 
tion that feeling is a better guide than rea- 
son—that an appeal to the emotions should 

ve more weight in deciding public ques- 
tions than an appeal to exact knowledge of 
conditions. There are symptoms which Tue 
TRIBUNE recently hailed with satisfaction 
that the voter is increasingly inclined to turn 
from the perfervid orator and listen tc the 
man who knows what he is talking about. 
But to Mr. White these symptoms seem 
painful evidences of moral degeneracy, and 
we therefore refrain from pressing them 
upon his attention. 

It would be pleasant to convert Mr. White 
to the gpinion held by the majority of his 
countrymen that there is no unworthy vul- 
garity in relying upon plain matter-of-fact 
knowledge in dealing with an issue; but, 
as he has served notice that an emotional 
appeal weighs most with him, the task of 
conversion would be beyond the powers 
of a journal which relies upon reason. Be- 

des, Mr. White is serving the cause of 

tistics so efficiently by his present oppo- 
sition that Tue Tripune would lose a val- 
uable ally should its arguments effect a 
change of heart in him. 

For Mr. White, then, nothing but grateful 
thanks—and for the rest of us, let us see 
the danger of statistics not in freedom from 
emotional coloring, but in incompleteness 
and inaccuracy, and the cure not in disuse, 
but in perfecting and extending the statis- 
tical work we have already undertaken. 


“JUVENILE LITERATURE.” 

This age is much given to “ child study.” 
we “ child mind ” has been subjected to a 
long series of scientific investigations, and 
has been found to have laws of its own. 
Therefore, amid the mushroom growth of 
new sciences, there has sprung up the 
“child psychology.” Meanwhile, the lit- 
erary people, not to be behind their rivals, 
tke scientists, have devoted themselves to 
* the child ” with equal ardor. 

The result has been the weak, washy, 
flood of juvenile literature that overspreads 


this country once a year like the waters of . 
the swollen Nile and at Christmas time fills | 


the bookstore windows till one would think 
the nation did nothing but try to put itself 
into what it supposes to be the juvenile 
frame of mind and to acquire what it sup- 
poses to be the juvenile point of view. Un- 
by no 
means leaves behind it a fruitful sediment. 
It seems as if it were sent for no other pur- 
pose than to arrest the child’s mental de- 
velopment and to keep him as long as pos- 
sible in a stage of mental immaturity. 
It is refreshing, therefore, and reassuring 
to find such a symposium on children’s 
Looks as is published in this month’s maga- 
zine issue of the Outlook. The writers of 
that symposium seem to agree in the main 
with Kate Douglas Wiggin when she says 
boldly that, like Charles Lamb, she believes 
a child should be turned loose in the fields 
o( the world’s greatest writings and allowed 
to browse there at will. People who 
* write down to children because they could 
not possibly write up to them” are dis- 
missed with a few words of justly merited 
contempt, and the test of a good child’s book 
is made that it shall be pleasing not only to 


the child but to the adult. 


This test, it will be noticed, is fully met 
by such books as “ Water Babies,” “ Alice 
in Wonderland,” and the ** Jungle Stories.” 
In general, then, the principle laid down is 
that it is not necessary to bind up children 
forever in intellectual swaddling clothes 
and to feed them forever on intellectual 
pap. There are enough good books for 
children without forcing them to read bad 
enues because they are “ juvenile.” 

It might be objected, however, that all 


. this is merely an array of opinion as to what 


chiliren ought to read and that one must to 
some degree consult the wishes of the chil- 
dren themselves. Now’ it happens rather 
curiously that what is stated by way of 
theory in the Outlook is confirmed by an 
actual experiment reported in the Dial. Mr. 
J. Breckinridge Ellis has taken a vote in 
a society of two thousand children scat- 
tered throughout the United States. These 
children are of average intelligence. They 
have not been selected because of unusual 
intellectual qualifications. Each one of 
them has sent in a list of “ten favorite 
books.” The result of the vote is significant, 
Among the thirty-five books that lead the 
list one finds “ Little Women,” “ Uncle 
Tom’s Cabin,” Longfellow’s poems, “ John 
Halifax,” “ Pilgrim's Progress,” “ David 
Copperfield,” “Helen's Babies,” “ Ivan- 
hoe,” Jane Eyre,” Esop’s Fables,” 
* Oliver Twist,” and “ Lamb’s Tales from 
Shakspeare.”

She has worked from early morn to dark night 
for months, and is buoyed up with the thought of her little ones. She falls 
suddenly ill, and he finds her health gone. She cannot get out of doors, but 
hopes against hope that she will get well. Then come want and cold, with 
all their misery. 
Perhaps it may be a deserted wife, left by some inhuman monster to 
care for herself and babes, with the same result. And, finally, it may be 
an aged couple, left all alone in the world, who have seen better days, and

Jews in the countries named, in any perceptible future, and the sudden dis- 
appearance of those millions of Jews, either through extermination or com- 
plete assimilation, being physically and morally impossible, what other sal- 
vation have they except emigration? If the vast Jewish masses in those 
countries have not yet taken recourse to that last means of rescue in a much 
larger proportion it is because they are too poor to emigrate, and because 
they are too much discouraged by the terrible struggle for existence. 
Poverty and weakness, however, canmot be relied upon as a preventive 
against emigration, for by the law of least resistance these obstacles vanish 
before the specter of starvation. The recent tramping parties of Rou- 
manian Jews have established this fact beyond any reasonable doubt. 

Now, the question arises: Whither shall they go? “This is certain,” 
correctly remarks Dr. Emil G. Hirsch (Reform Advocate, Oct. 19), Amer- 
ica cannot for many years to come, if ever, be the sole haven of refuge for 
the sufferers in Russia and Roumania. It will take time to absorb the 
millions or so that now have found lodgment in the midst of us. Our 
sympathies cannot outrun our judgment. We have uncomplainingly striven 
to dull the edge of despair emphasized by actual conditions. There is a 
limit to our resources, even if there is none to our compassion. America 
may be our Zion; it cannot be that of every other Jew throughout the

PLANS FOR 1904. GAMES 


BOAT RACES ON THE CANAL AT 
‘THE OLYMPIAN FESTIVAL. 


Chairman Thompson of the Athietic 
- Committee Thinks Commissioners 


Will Reconsider: Their Decision: 


Barring Oaramen from the Water- 
way—Inland. Lakes Yachting Asso- 
ciation Regatta of That Year May 
Be Held at Chicago.. 


“The international rowing races which will 
be a part of the Olympian games in this 
city in 1904 may be rowed on the drainage 
canal. A ‘plan is also under way and is Hke- 
ly to be adopted to hold the annual regatta 
of the Inland Lakes Yachting association 
of. that season at Chicago instead of on one 
of the small inland lakes, as usual: ‘ 

Although the Drainage Commissioners a 
year ago killed’a scheme for holding rowing 
races on the drainage canal, William Hale 
Thompson, the chairman of the Athletic 
committee of the Olympian Games assocta- 
tion, believes the commissioners may. revise 
their decision if asked to do so in order to 
help the success of the great festival. The 
scheme for boat races on the canal a year ago 
originated with University of Wisconsin 
athletic authorities, who saw in the canal 


ithe possibility of a fairly acceptable course, 


with unlimited possibilities in the matter of 
attendance of spectators if “observation 
trains were allowed to be run along the 
banks of the waterway. 


Object to Railway Tracks. 
But it was-at this latter suggestion that 
the commissioners immediately’ rebelled. 
They would not fora moment consider a 
proposition providing for the laying of rail- 
road tracks along their pet stream—not even 
if all sorts of agreements and promises were 
made about taking the tracks up again. 
“ Railroad tracks once laid are hard to take 
up,’” they said, and the clever idea of having 
Wisconsin’s splendid crew row races of im- 
portance so close to Chicago had to be aban- 
doned. 
Despite this experience “Mr.-Thompson in- 
tends to make an effert to get permission to 
secure the canal for the rowing races of the 
big festival in 1904. 


Want Inland Lakes Regatta Hers. 


Ex-Commodore Hertz of the Inland Lakes 


Yachting association is one of the men who 
believe it is feasible.to hold the regatta of 
that organization out on the big lake, and 
inasmuch as the event annually brings, to- 
gether the biggest assemblage of yachting 
men’ that gather at any one time any place 
in the West, if not in the United States, it 
would be regarded as quite an addition tothe 
pregram of outdoor sports for the festival 
season. The number of yachts competing 
annually at the interlake regattas has been 
increasing steadily for several seasons, and 
by. 1904 it will probably be far bigger than 
that of last year.’ While Lake Michigan does 
not always offer a friendly surface for con- 
tests among such small boats, and the ex- 
pense and trouble of getting the boats here 
from the small lakes would be considerable, 
the plan is thought to be feasible. At the 
present time the bylaws of the Inland Lakers 
association require the regattas to be held 
on. the smaller lakes, but Messrs. Hertz, 
Thompson, and others intend to have the 
rules repealed in this one instance. 


Ideal Place for Swimming Events. 
One of the things about which Mr. Thomp- 


son will not have to worry is a place to hold | 


the swimming races. There is scarcely a 

finer place in the world for events of this 

nature than the lagoon at Lincoln Park.

capacity for 50,000 people and will be the 
headquarters for track and field sports, base- 
ball, football, lacrosse, tennig, basketball, 
and other branches of sport. 

In the meantime high school athletes and 
the younger- generation-in the colleges are 
already turning their attention toward pre- 
paring for the Olympian games. Naturally 
the athletic heroes of today will not be the 
heroes of 1904. ‘By that time a new company 
of stars will be on the scene, and it will be 
made up of the youths who are now turn- 
ing their ambition and preparation in the 
direction of the big festival.

There is no possibility of a game with the 
University of Nevada at San Francisco on 
Christmas day. We were approached with 
reference to a game, but we did not consider 
it. We will do searcely anv work with 
the team until we reach Pasadena. We ex- 
pect to win.”

Therefore Ferns. in con- 
descending to meet the “‘ black demon ”’ and 
for a title for which he fought hard and 
often, deserves praise. It was the first time 
in a long while that Walcott was given 
an opportunity to meet a man at his weight 
and it simply shows what a piece of fighting 
machinery the 5 foot 1% inch “ black de- 
mon ”’ is. 

There is no dodging the fact, Ferns is a 
tough fighting proposition. He defeated the 
best men in his class, and might have re- 
tained the championship by drawing the 
color line. He had the utmost confidence in 
his ability to defeat any man in his class, and 
selected the hardest man in the country to 
test his ability. He fell in five short rounds, 
took an unmerciful beating, but is not dis- 
graced.

George Castie, the Chicago theater man- 
ager, who is without exception the mbdst.en- 
thusiastic horseman I ever knew, is home 
from the most notable campaign, mostly 
over half-mile tracks, ever made by a stable 
of trotters and pacers. 

Castle and his horses are an institution on 
the haif-mile tracks of the West and South, 
and their- wonderful campaign ‘last year, 
when they traveled as far South as Georgia, 
gave the outfit such a boom with the public 
that this season it was looked upon as an 
attraction, and what with going for special 
purses with his fast pacers, William Mc. and 
Sherman Clay, and establishing track rec- 
ords in various localities, there was no let- 
up in the sport from the time the first start 
was made, on July 4, until the final race was 
finished on Nov. 29. 

In this twenty weeks of racing the horses 
took part in no less than 118 events, of 


. which they won sixty-two, were second 


twenty-nine times, third twelve times,. 
fourth eight times, and unplaced only sevén 
times. During the twenty wéeks that the 
stable was away from home two weeks were’ 
lost’ by reason of bad weather and other 
causes. For two weeks the stable was split 
into two divisions and sometimes three. Ten 
different States were raced in, meetings in 
thirty towns and. cities*were attended, and 
the route traveled was a trifie over 6,000 
miles in length

COLLEGE ATHLETES FAIL To 
GRASP REGISTRATION. 


Basketball Teams Must Register if 
They Wish to Play Organizations 

Outside of Their Class—Union In- 
terferes with Universities in This 
‘Instance Only—First Regiment to 
Have Two Winter Meets—Dr. Her- 
man Advocates Handicap Events. 


* College basketball teams may play each 
other without registration under Amateur 
Athletic union rules. but they may not play | 
teams outside of educational institutions 
except they be registered. 


few things about Amateur Athletic union } 


registration rules now that the basketball 
season is on. The colleges are taking up the 
basketball game with a great deal of vigor 
and have‘found it desirable to schedule con- 
tests with many basketball teams outside 
of educational institutions. All the teams 
of the latter sort are registered with the 
Amateur Athletic union, otherwise they 
would be able to get few games. They are 
not allowed to play games of any sort with- 
out registration, so that if they meet college 
teams the latter must be registered. 

The A. A. U., in other words, keeps 
hands off college sports exclusively, but | 
when the college men compete with those 
outside of colleges it steps in and regulates 
matters. 

Dr. George K. Herman, the secretary of 
the Central Division of the A. A. U., has had 
to explain the situation to a number of co}l- 
lege Managers in the last two weeks. The 
manager of the Purdue University basketba]!! 
team, for example, could not understand why 
his team had to be registered in order that 
it might play some town basketball! team so 
long as the latter team was a registered or- 

nization. When the rule was explained 
jue Purdue man sent along the registration 
ees. 

Since the A. A. U. registration fee has been 
reduced from $1 to 25 cents there has been 
little remonstrance against its requirements 
among young athletes. In basketball alone 
Dr. Herman has registered a vast number 
of young athletes during the last two weeks. 
Every athlete is given a number, and when 
he participates in any event given under A. 
A. U,. sanction all he needs to do is to hand 
in his number. The secretary can then refer 
to his registration book and see at’ once 
whether there is any black mark against 
the applicant. 

The First Regiment Athletic club has 
abandoned the hope of giving an indoor meet 
earlder than February. « The club will give 
two meets before the winter is over: the 
first witli probably be on Feb. 6; the second 
wilt come in March.

PROBLEMS OF SKAT GAME 


tricacies and Novel Situations—Ar- 
bitrary Values of the Pasteboards 
Are Puzzling to the Novice—Women 
Seldom Learn Them—Local Clubs 
Continue to Make Devoted Converts 
to the German Pastime. 


There was a hull last week in the game 


of skat in local quarters, where the national > 


card game of the German Empire is played. 
This condition, however, did fot affect the 
large clubs, such as the Chicago Athletic 
association, the University club, and the 
Germania Minnerchor, where skat is now 
played to the. exclusion of American games, 
such as whist, euchre, and poker. . 

The Chicago Skat league, in which there 
are seven clubs, held only one tournament 
during the week. It was held at the Hyde 
Park club Thursday night, and over fifty 
piayers took part. Another tournament is 
to be held today by the league at Prosser’s 
Hall on Fifth avenue, and it is expected at 
least fifty players will participate. 

The game of skat still continues to make. 
converts at the local clubs. At the Chicago 
Athletic association. a rounding up of the 
players would show a remarkable number 
for a game that has been played in this 
country for so short a time. At the big 
Michigan avenue club skat is practically the 
only game now played in the open cardroom, 
and at the University and Germania Manner- 
chor the same condition prevails. 


Description of the Game. 

There is one pecullar thing about skat 
and that is that few women play the game. 
There seems to be no apparent reason why 
women should not learn to play except that 
they will not master the problems of which 
the game is full. There are witheut doubt 
more problems and enigmas to the game 
than in any game that was efer invented 
It cannot be learned in a day 
nor even in a year with constant playing, 
and some never do master the difficulties of 
the game. A description of skat as nearly 
as possible is attempted as follows: 

Skat is played with thirty-two cards, from 
the seven up; each player gets ten cards, 
dealt as follows: Three to each of the three 
players who participate, four persons ordi- 
narily being at the table, but the dealer re- 
maining “ out "'; then two, face down, called 
the “‘skat’’; then four, and finally three. 
The person néxt the dealer is vorhand (first 
hand), the next mittelhand (middle hand), 
and the last hinterhand (backhand). One 
hand plays the designated game and is called 
“the player,” the other-two Playing jointly 
against him as partnérs. 


_. Points Count, Not Tricks. 
‘It_is- a game of: points, not tricks. For 
instance, eight tricks taken may still lose, 


a game, while two tricks can.win! The 
jacks are the highest cards, no matter what 
suit is trumps, except in the ‘nullos, and 
have precedence in the following . order: 
Jack of clubs, jack of spades, jack of hearts _ 
and jack of diamonds, in which order, also.

hence the player is said to be “ with one.’’ 
If he had not thé jack of clubs im the hand 
stated he would be designated as “ without 
two,’ because of the absence of the first 
two jacks tn the sequence, beginning with 
the jack of clubs. The sequence, with or 
without, cam extend to and include the 
sult cards, so that a player with an un- 
broken sequence from the jack of clubs to 
the king of a suit, inclusive, for instance, 
would be “ with seven,” while an absence 
of the first seven cards of a suit’*in un- 
broken sequence would be “ without seven,”’ 
and of equal counting value. 


Selection of the Play. 


Who shall play is determined’ by mittel- 

hand bidding to vorhand who either retains 
what is bid or passes In the first event. 
hinterhand proceeds in an endeavor to out- 
bid him, and succeeding, announces his 
game. If vorhand, however, passes, ulti- 
mately, the bid of mittelhand, then hinter- 
hand, must either outbid the mittelhand 
or pase himself. The one .retaining the 
highest bid announces the game, but vor- 
hand invariably leada. 
To illustrate: Mittelhand bids a. maxi-: 
mum of twelve to vorhand, who says he 
“has and hinterhand “ passes,”’: thus 
giving vorhand the option of announcing 
his “ play.”’ He finds that he fs “ with one ”’ 
only and decides to turn a card, which wil! 
establish the trump. He does #0, and, mak- 
ing his ‘sixty-one points or more in play, 
ie credited: One for. the game and one for 
being “‘ with one’’—two times the value 
of the suit turned. This is the tourne. In 
the case mentioned, should vorhand con- 
sider his suit, without the ald of “ the skat,”’ 
sufficient!y strong to announce a trump, he 
does so, and figures the value as prescribed 
by the solo, which has been played. 


Frage Is Little Used. 

The frage, or simple game, is infrequently 
Played. The player takes up the “ skat,”’ 
discards two,» and announces the trump. 
In the grando there are no other trumps 
than jacks, and these count in sequence 
with a basic value of sixteen. 

. The guckser, in which, jacks alone are also 
trumps, is determined by the player an- 
nouncing it, and then taking up the “‘ skat ” 
amd discarding two cards. The basic value 
is twelve if won, but) twenty-four if lost. 

The “ skat” cards always go to the play- 
er, and thelr value in points, or in aid of or 
detriment to, his sequence, go with them. 

The ‘* Nulle” is established by the player 
announeing it and by implication proclaim- 
ing he will mot take a trick. If success ful, 

scores twenty, whereas if he takes a 
Single trick he loses that amount. The 
cards then. become common; there are no 
trumps and the suits run as in whist. The 
null-ouvert ts a game where the player lays 
down the cards face up and defies his op- 
ponents to force a trick on him. Winning, 
he gets forty, and, losing, it costs him a Hke 
amount. 


In ramsch the. cards are the same as in 
Srando; jacks are the only trumps, and all 
sults are alike, but the order of play Is the 
reverse to grando. When all players pass, 
ramech is announced, and the party re- 
ceiving the most polnts loses ten. 

There are other values, variations, and 
novelties frequently played, which will be 
met by beginners, but these are acquired 
naturally by experience. 

The best advice that can poesibly be given 
to one earnestly desiring to be initiated into 
the subtle mysteries of skat is to induce 
experienced -players to sit down and play 
the game with him. 
Way to learn.

but there is no statute in any State which 
demands such consideration for a child's 
rights. Anybody can take a dependent or 
neglected chiid and piace it in an institution 
or home. If the child has parents or guar- 
dians their only redress is by invoking the 
aid of the courts. It shoujd be that no trans- 
fer of the child could be made by any one 
except the parents or legally appointed 
guardians, unless by order of the court. 
The court should be. the transferring agent,

Paris. His life was as short as it was 
wretched, for his frightful dissipations took 
him to his grave shortly after he reached 
the age of 80. His name was not Villon of 
right, that being the name of a man who tried 
vainly to lead him into the paths of respect- 
ability. Corbuell or Corbler is thought to 
have been his family name. 

In the stage version of his life Villon begins 
the stirring of things by unwittingly reciting 
in the presence of the disgulsed, street-wan- 
dering King of France a set of satirical 
verses built from the sentiment, “ If Villon 
Were the King of France."" The King causes 
the seizure of the vainglorious rhymster, 
creates him constable of France for one 
week, with power to carry out the plans set 
forth in the poem, and informs him that at 
the end of the week he will be executed. One 
of the tasks set him is the winning of the 
love of a young woman of the court, Kather- 
ine de Vaucelles. In the role of the constable 
he succeeds. 

In the interval he also wins public acclaim 
by defeating the Burgundian troops outside 
the city walls. Then comes disclosure, the 
scorn of Mile. de Vaucelles for the low-born 
Villon, and the demand of the citizens that 
the life of their roystering hero be spared. 
After the first revulsion of feeling Mlle. de 
Vaucelles finds, however, that she has areal 
love for the scamp and adds her petition to 
that of the multitude, securing a commuta- 
tion of the death sentence to exile—one which 
she will share.

Mr. Shipman wrote his play originally for Robert Taber, who expected to produce 

it in England. That, perhaps, is the reason why D’Arcy, who is fighting on the British 

side during the revolution, sticks to his guns and is made an all-around good fellow. 

As a rule, in revolutionary plays, the English soldier is the villain of the piece. D'Arcy 

was not an Englishman, however, but an Irishman. Mr. Milier tried to give him a 

brogue during the first part of the play, but gave it up in despair; and it was just as 

weil, because there are plenty of Irishmen who are as entirely “without this trade mark 
as are Englishmen. 


-ARCY of the Guards” is not a great play, but it is beautifully mounted, and 

the costumes are bright and effective. It would have gone better if the leading

The liveliest thing 
in the play, and the one which the large and good-natured audience appreciated the 
most was the singing of “‘ Sally in Our Alley ” by the soldiers around the punch bowl. 
This was not only well sung, but it made an exceptionally effective picture, the men all 
in their red coats and gray wigs set against a beautiful colonial background. Indeed, 
the fireplaces and log fires in this play were the best I have ever seen on the stage. It 
took me some time to realize thdt the logs were of gas. 

This particular scene made a great deal of excited talk in the lobbies after the act 
was over. It seems that it is virtually the same that Clyde Fitch has used in an un- 
acted play written by him some time ago called ‘“‘ Andre.’’ This play has been read by 
those interested in ‘“‘ D'Arcy of the Guards.”

Roman Christians De- 
fend the Tomb of Jesus 


at Jerusalem Against. 


Attack by Greeks. 


ELIGIOUS wars between two factions 
of Christians died out of Europe over 
two centuries ago. They etill con- 
tinue in the East, however, under the 

: shadow of the tomb of Christ. The 
Roman Catholic monks, guardians and 
watchers of the holy sepulcher, In behalf 
of their church, have been so harassed and 
tricked by the intrigues and jealousies of the 
Greek monks, who have also a monastery 
adjacent to the sepulcher, that they have 
been forced by their sense of duty to meet 
force with force, and to withstand even with 
violence the attempt to oust them from the 

lace of responsibility delegated to them 
by their spiritual forefathers, the Crusaders. 

The attempt of the Greek monks to usurp 
the place considered by millions the holiest 
in the world arouses the intensest anger 
among the Catholics of all the countries of 
Europe, because, they assert, the Greeks 
never went to any expense or danger to wrest 
from the Mohammedans the sacred tomb. 
In spite of the supineness of the Greeks dur- 
ing the Crusades and afterwards, they have 
by craft, guile, and sycophancy to the Turks 
squeezed themselves into a place of exact 
propinquity to the sepulcher, and are even 
now endeavoring to oust the Latin monks 
from the place for which their church has 
Shed its noblest blood and its most 
precious treasure. 


Greeks Thought Chances Good. 


On Nov. 2 of this year the Greek monks, 
counting on the Turko-French dispute, 
which was then at its height, to prevent the 
Pasha from allowing fair play to the Latin 


the French republic, forcibly prevented 
them from access to the holy sepulcher. 
The staircase from the Latin monastery to 
the tomb passed directly under the walls of 
the Greek monastery. When the Latin 
monks made the usual attempt to pass to 
the holy place for early morning wor- 
ship they found their passage blocked by 
Greeks, hideous in their uncleanliness, who 


armed with revorvers, pontaras, and clubs, 
ordered them to halt... 

One of the Latins. who had never missed a 
single day's worship at the shrine, raising 
his cross above his head, and muttering the 
words, “‘ Pax, pax, pax vobiscum,’’ endeav- 
ored to pass through the crowd of his ene- 
mies. He was knocked down, kicked, beat- 
en, and cut. 

Protest was made to the Pasha the follow- 
ing day, and he grudgingly acknowledged 
that his favorites, the Greeks, had acted 
without their rights. The news being 
brought to the latter, they remained defiant 
and refused to move. 


No Protection from Pasha. 


The Franciscans, who had retreated before 
the showers of abuse and profanity heaped 
upon them by their opponents, decided to 
accompany next day their brother, who hed 
been so terribly beaten in his endeavors to 
make the daily pilgrimage. They had de- 
manded from the Pasha the protection due 


to peaceable citizens, but he would only con- 


sent to allow them a guard of ten black 
soldiers. The Franciscans sallied out on 
the morning of Nov. 4, twenty strong. At 
the bottom of the stairs, which they were 
descending, were massed 100 Greek monks, 
their arms clumsily concealed beneath’ their 
robes. The Latins neither hurried nor tar- 
ried, but walked calmly down the stairs. 
Hardly had they got to the bottom when the 
Greeks launched themselves upon them. The 
negro soldiers of the Pasha interposed and 
separated the strugglers. 

Neither party was willing to give way and

Greeks Broke Their Pledges. 


The contestants had tacitly agreed that 


as long as both parties retained their posi- 
tion no hostilities should be attempted, But 
towards evening the Greeks gave still an- 
other evidence of bad feith. One Latin, 


doing as his fellows had been doing all 
through the day, descended the stairs and 
crossed the courtyard to get himself a drink 
of water at the olstern inits rear. Without 
provocation he was set upon and borne to 
the ground. 


The movement was a signal. The whole . 


body of Greeks pressed in toward the bottom 
of the staircase, as if to stormit. Those in 
the rear passed clubs and fron horseshoes to 
those In front. Blows from these dangerous 
weapons were showered upon the backs and 
shaven pates of the unarmed Franciscans. 

The Greeks had placed immense stones 
upon their own walis, intending to loose them 
upon the Latins below, should they attempt 
to pass. But the struggle between the un- 
equal numbers became so fierce and confused 
that the Greeks on the battlements feared 
to precipitate the stones lest they injure 
those of their own side. ) 

One of the rocks, however, was let to fall 
just at the moment when a rift in the crowds 
showed two Franciscans standing together. 
The rock seriously, almost fatally, wounded 
one of the two on the head and broke th 
shoulder bone of the second. 3 


French Ambassador Interferes. 


When the fight in the courtyard was at its 
fiercest M. Constans, the French Ambassa- 
dor, arrived on the scene. The struggle 
abated somewhat at the sight of one whose 
diplomatic successes have made his name 
dreaded by. the subjects of the Sultan. At 
his word the Turkish soldiers pitched them- 
selves between the struggling monks and 
tore them apart. With a surly growl, how- 
ever, the same officer refused to arrest the 
ringleaders among the Greek monks. 

Im taking count of their casualties the 


Latin monks found that seventeen out of 


twenty were .seriously wounded. The in- 
juries of the Abbe In charge, a Frenchman, 
are dangerous, and the life of a Sacristan 
father is despaired of. One of the Turkish 
soldfers had an eye gouged out in the fracas. 
The injuries to the Greek monks are un- 
known.

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LETTER OF MARQUISE DE FONTENOY. | 


O MUCH has been heard of late about 
the courts of honor in continental 
Europe, especially in connection with 
the recent fatal duels that have taken 
place in Germany, that a few ex- 

planatory notes on the subject of these 
courts may be of interest. In the first place 
the so-called ‘‘ court of honor” must not be 
confounded with what is known as the 
“Tribunal of Honor.’’ The latter has func- 
tions which may be likened to those of a 
court of inquiry, naval or military, in this 
country, such @ court, for instance, as that 
which has been recently engaged in inves- 
tigating the conduct of Admiral Schley, with 
the object of proving or disproving the in- 
sinuations to the effect that during the 
Spanish-American war he had not lived up 
to the traditions and ethics. of the naval 
service of the United States. 

In the German, Austrian, and other con- 
tinental armies there ts a Tribunal of Honor 
for each regiment. It is composed of the 
entire body of officers, and ft is competent 
to deal with questions relating to officers up 
to and inclusive of the rank of Captain. 

Matters relating to Majors, Lieutenant 
Colonels, and Colonels are dealt with by a 
tribunal composed of officers of that rank 
of each regiment of the army corps of which 
the regiments in question are units. And 
each regiment, moreover, is. additionaily 
represented on this army corps Tribunal of 
Honor by an additional delegation, consist- 
ing of one Captain, one Lieutenant, and one 
sublieutenant selected by ‘the regimental 
Tribunal of Honor. 

In questions where the honor and behavior 
of Generals are concernédit is the sovereign 
himself who selects and appoints the mem- 
bers of the Tribunal of Honor, which, ic is 
neediess to add, consists exclusively of gen- 
eral officers. 

The regimental Court of Honor is com- 
posed a8 a general rule of the regimental 
delegation forming part of the army corps 
Tribunal of Honor. That is to say, it is com- 
posed of a Captain, a First Lieutenant, and 
a Second Lieutenant, who, as_ indicated 
above, are elected by the entire body of of- 
ficers of the regiment. 

This Court of Honor exercises a careful 
supervision, and what might aimost be de- 


scribed an inquisitorial control of the pub- 
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Iic. and private life and behavior 
of every officer in the regiment. 
Its main object is to take into 


strict account any and every thing that is 
calculated to compromise in the slightest 
degree the prestige and consideration of 
the officers of the regiment, and with this 
purpose in view the Court of Honor takes 
note of the whole private life and social as 
well as domestic relations of the officers of 
the regiment. It is quick to ascertain if 
an officer has debts, if he is addicted to 
drink, if he is a gambler, if he frequents 
questionable society, and in case he is mar- 
ried whether his wife's conduct is not only 
above reproach but even beyond the reach 
of unkindly gossip and of calumny. The 
Court of Honor likewise keeps track of 
any dispute or controversy in which any 
officer of the regiment may have become in- 
volved and as to how he has borne himself 
in the: matter. In fact, there is not a single 
phase of the public or private life of an of- 
ficer which escapes the inquisitorial and 
searching scrutiny of the Court of Honor. 
The Court of Honor makes all the infor- 
mation thus obtained the subject of confiden- 
tial and exhaustive reports to the com- 
manding officer of the regiment, and it is he 
who determines whether or not any further 
action shall be taken in the affair. But no 
matter what he decides, it is scarcely nec- 
essary to point out that he makes use of the 
information thus presented to him in the 
confidential report which he sends in each 
year to the War department concerning each 
officer under his orders, and which, going to 
Swell the “‘dossier" of that officer, in- 


fluences in no small degree the question of 


his future prospects and promotion. 
When the Colonel determines that there is 


ground for action, them the matter is brougn 


before the Tribunal of Honor, which, con- 
stituted as I have described above, sits in 
judgement on the case, and by vote of the 
majority decides either in favor of acquittal 
or for a court-martial, or in yet other in- 
stances that the culprit should either be re- 
quired to resign his commission or else that 
« recommendation should be sent to the sov- 
ereign to remove his name from the army. 
Neither the Court of Honor nor yet the 
Tribunal of Honor has executive functions. 


‘That is to say, they cannot of themselves 


inflict disciplinary punishment or penalties 
of any kind, But they can only recommend 
that these be inflicted, and it is rare that 
their recommendations are ignored, the sov- 
ereign as Commander-in-Chief taking it for 
granted that none Is likely to be more thor- 
oughly acquainted with the character of the 
officer who is the subject of the recommenda- 
tion than his messmates and fellow-officers, 
who have at stake the prestige and the honor 


_of the regiment to which heand they belong. 


These Courts of Honor and Tribunals of 
Honor would be all very well if their opera- 
tions were restricted to the officers actually 
with the colors—that Is to say, the officers on 
full pay—but the supervision of these courts 
extends to every officer of the reserve forces; 
in fact, to every retired officer, no matter 
what his age; indeed. to every one who has 
any right to wear on official occasions the 
uniform of an officer. 

It thus happens that the regimental Court 
of Honor sometimes extends its scrutiny 
to the domestic affairs and to the political re- 
lations of men who, while retaining the 
right to wear military uniforms on state 
occasions, have for the space of a genera- 
tion been engaged in civil pursuits, and 
whose existence has been in every respect 
what is known as private life. Many is the 
politician who has been called to account 
through the Court of Honor by the Tribunal 
of Honor for opposing some measure put 
forward by the crown or government, and 
who, on the strength of the recommendation 
of the Tribunal of Honor, has been deprived 
by the sovereign of dny further right to 
wear the uniform of an officer or to consider 
himself as a retired officer. 

An instance in point ts that of Herr Kauff- 
mann, whom the citizens of Berlin have re- 
peatedly selected as their Deputy Mayor, 
and whose election the Emperor has always 
refused to ratify on the ground that Herr 
Kauffmann, who is a quite elderly man, 
had been deprived by the crown of his rank 
and sumptuary pfivileges of a retired officer 
on the regommendation of the Tribunal of 
Honor, which had pronounced him gulity 
of politically opposing in civil life one of 
the most arbitrary and despotic measures 
of the late Prince Bismarck when Chan- 
cellor.

Some Prefer Houses; Others 
Shoelaces or Pins; Noth- 
ing Is Neglected. 


HERE is nothing in Chicago too smal! 
to be stolen, and there are few things 
too large. Detectives Hanley and 
Brown of the Central Station have 
made a specialty of catching men who 


like to steal small things, and the result of 


their investigation is surprising. In the mat- 
ter of large objects, it was not so long ago 
that “ Old Hoss’’ Hoey, appearing in one 
of Charles Hoyt’s farces, created much 
laughter by stealing and carrying across the 
stage a red hot stove. The exploit was 
looked upon as the climax of absurdity. 

“ The idea of stealing a stove,” spectators 
said to one another. ‘‘ Could anything be 
more droll? Could anything be more impos- 
sible?’’ 

As to its droliness the detectives consider 
themselves no judges, but the feat is not im- 
possible. There is in the police records the 
case of a man who stole a stove in a house 
on the West Side, and in the stove a fire was 
burning at the time. 

Charles Kirman, who owned a house in 
West Twenty-second street, had not Seen it 
for months, and when he went to look at it 
with a view to making some repairs ae found 
that it was gone. Detectives found that it 
had been stolen. Another case exactly like 
it is on the books of the Maxwell Street Police 
Station. Then men have stolen huge boilers, 
and horses and wagons are common prey 
of thieves. A wagon belonging to the Dixon * 
Transfer company and carrying a stock of 
glassware was stolen a couple of months ago 
and was recovered only after weeks of effort. 

There is a legend in the Police department 
that a man once went to an office and stole 
everythi in it, including the safe, the 
desk, all the chairs, and the wall paper, but 
all the police have forgotten the name of 
the man and the location of the office. Only 
last week did J. H. Wood, who owns a res- 
taurant in West Madison street, complain 
to Captain Wheeler that a man had entered 
his house at 636 West Taylor street and 
stole Hls bed and a $55 carpet. 

It is not the great size or bulk or unwield- 
iness of the articles stolen that excites the 
geal of Detectives Hanley and Brown. It is 
the small thing, the needle in the hay stack, 
that they try hard to guard. And, although 
many persons have a predilection for steal- 
ing haystacks, enough like to steal needles 
to make watching those small objects a hard 
ob. 

' Let a man go into a pawnshop, or a hard- 
ware store, or an ammunition department 
of a gun shop and look at the big boxes filled 
with cartridges of all sizes. They are there 


from the needle-like projectile tossed out 


by a revolver or rifle of twenty-two caliber, 
and there are the huge ugly slugs thrown 
by a heavy revolver whose caliber is forty- 
four. For 10 cents a man may have a handful. 
It would seem that stealing them is much like 
stealing water, but this is not the case. The 
“cartridge thief” is a hard worker and 
gets little at a time for his pains. He dips 
his hands Into the boxes holding the ammu- 
nition and takes away pocketfuls. They are 
not susceptible of identification, and any 
stolen object that cannot be identified by its 
owner is as good as gone forever. . 3 
Another favorite object among som 

thieves is the pen, which in some cases is 
mightier than the sword, and In some others 
is weaker than a worn-out blunderbuss. 
Twenty-five gross of pens are packed In a 
box that can be hidden easily under a coat, 
and many thieves who would not try to carry 
away thoney try hard to get these pens into 
their possession. Twenty-five gross are 
worth from $15 to $25, and the stealing of a 
box of that size is considered a good day’s 


ork. 
it the list of objects stolen from stores 
the larger number are things that at firet 
blush would seem too insignificant to steal— 
papers of pins tiny bottles of perfume,and the 
like—all disappear fast. Men have been 
known to steal buttons and shoelaces, and 
cigar dealers know that thereare sly thieves 
who take one cigar at a time from the boxes 
on the top of the showcase. 

It does not trouble the detectives so much 
to have a man report that somebody has 
stolen his house or his stove or his bed. Put 
the audacity of the act, on one side, and dis- 
covery is about the only other element fn it. 
But when a man says that he has been robbed 
of a handful of cartridges, a box of pens, or 
a paper of pins, real detective work

proaches. If tears are shed they are shed 
in secret; few gtoomy faces are to be seen. 
The atmosphere of nearly every one of the 
Chicago institutions where aged people are 
cared for is alive and throbbing with Christ- 
mas expectations just now. There is a de- 
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lightful air of mystery about the closqi 
doors that usually stand wide open, a cheery 
whisper of coming pleasure in the rattle of 
soft papers, the rustle of inexpensive rib- 
bon. Though no stockings may be hung up 
on Christmas eve in the old people’s homes 
of Chicago the Christmas morning eagerness 
and delight will be no less apparent. Many 
of the old ladies, in especial, have been hard 
at work on Christmas presents for those they 


love and for each other for many weeks. 
Nowhere, and at no time, perhaps, is the 
American love of financial independence 
more clearly exemplified than during the 
Christmas season at the old people’s homes 
of Chicago. For some of the inmates the 
$300 which bought them a.safe haven for 
the rest of their earthly days represented 
the. a of their fortune or savings; friends 
or philanthropic workers secured the amount 


in behalf of others. None of them, it is safe 
to say, is overburdened with money. But 
many of the women are skilled and clever 
makers of fine lace or other fancywork; 
some of the men rejoice in at least a modicum 
of unforgotten skill with tools and fingers. 
For these eager workers the Christmas sea- 
son makes a happy harvest of small sales 
and financial riches. Kindly natured people 
also frequently give the pleased old ladies

sin their Bones 


orders for the knitted or other hand-worked 
gifts and articles which they have not time 
to make personally, help the delighted old 
men to earn a few welcome dollars by mak- 
ing and selling little trinkets of various 
kinds. A little money can be tnduced to go 
a long way in the hands of a man or woman 
made careful by a desire to purchase hap- 
piness or pleasure for others. There are 
social and friendly requirements obli- 
gations in the ojd people’s homes as else- 
where, and Christmas means the satisfaction 
and enjoyment of these requirements and 
obligations as does no other séason. 

Each home, of course, has its own pecullar 
life and rules and restrictions. In the great 
buildings where from 70 to nearly 200 old men 
and women are sheltered the homelike aspect 
and conditions of the smaller instituti ns 
in which but twenty can be recefved at a 
time, and which are compelled to maintain 
a long and perpetual waiting list,” can- 
not be expected. But in the larger institu- 
tions even more, than in their smaller fel- 
lows sets and cliques are formed, half un- 
consciously, and strong, warm friendships 
based on similarity of taste or acquaintance 
thrive and prosper. Christmastime for mem- 
bers of these little coteries means the pre- 
paring and exchanging of countless, small 
gifts and remembrances; the hurried wrap- 
ping up and slipping’ out of sight of mys- 


terlous parcels as certain individuals ap- 


proach; the hasty retreating behind closed 


doors at sound of a well known footstep; the 
sitting up at night a little later, than usual 
in order to set a few last stitches In the 
dainty, belated trifie. And there are those 
among the superannuated men and womer 
of Chicago who never fail to observe the 
Christmas season by an attempt, at least, to 
make this season brighter for those less 
fortunate than themselves.

Christmas in midocean, when a great liner, 
pitching and plunging, staggers on true to 
its compass, may be the experience of a life- 
time to the landsman. The fact of isolation 
is a spur to the Christmas spirit. A thou- 
sand miles of ocean on every hand quickens 
sympathies and interests. And by com- 
parison no liner with icy decks and rails 
and rigging, epurning the foaming sea, is 
half so isolated as are most of the light- 
ships and lighthouses that are strung all 
along the stormy northeastern coast of the 
United Btates. 

When an icy wind is driving inshore and 
thundering great guns against the New Eng- 
land coast and on down to Hatteras, the cape 
of storms, no man has a lonelier watch on 
Christmas night than has the lightkeeper, 
high in his swaying tower, with the spray 
beating about his lanterns. The line of the 
Shore which he sees sometimes through 
the fogs might be 10,000 miles away. The 
steamer, beating out against the wind with 
a cloud of black smoke trailing from its fun- 
nels, is as meaningless as the bird of passage 
that sometimes beats out its life against 
his lights. 


But even in the lonliest stations, lost te 
human intercourse in the frogen lakes, or 
shut off on rocky islands in the ocean, there

Tt is the same way in the most {solated light- 
houses, such as that which uplifts its gra¢- 
ite tower from Minot’s Ledge, near Boston. 
A structure of stone rising directly out of 
the waves, by the force of which it is swayed 
in winter stonms like a treein the wind, the 
Minot’s Ledge lighthouse is cut off for 
months together from communication with 
the land. Several of its keepers have gone

Along the New England coast, far out in 
the ocean, are a number of Islets—bare and 
desolate rocks, each with* its Nghthouse. 
One of these, Boon Island, is particularly 
dangerous to commerce, andon that account 
has a light of the first order. Sometimes for 
months in winter the keeper has no oppor- 
tunity to reach the mainiand on account of 
storms, and the problem of a Christmas din- 
ner is apt to be no easy one to solve. Fora 
banquet appropriate to that season obvi- 
ously implies something out of the ordinary 
run to be eaten—if not a turkey, at all events 
fresh provisions of some kind.

Santa Claus visits even the lightships, 
though, perhaps, Christmas festivities are 
more difficult ‘aboard those vessels than any- 
where else that can easily be imagined. For 
example, the New South Shoal lightship is 
farther off shore than any other light in the 
world, being twenty-six miles from the near- 
est land. It is the last stationary human 
habitation seen by 8 on the trans- 
atlantic steamers d outward for Burope, 
amd is sought by those vessels as the first 
mark to steer by on theirreturn. Fifty such 
ships are used to mark shoals off our coasts 
where the erection of lighthouses is mot prac- 
ticable, and there are more of them about 
Cape Cod than anywhere else. Anchored 
with iron cables, they sail, like the fabled 
Phantom Ship, voyages without end, buf- 
feted by continual storms. 

There is no turkey for the Captain and 
crew of the’ lightship. If there is luck, a 
brace of wild ducks may be shot and made 
to serve as the piéce de résistance of the 
holiday feast. Otherwise they must depend 
on canned provisions, with ibly an extra 
luxury or two out of the stores provided for 
rations. To supplement these there will 
surely be “ plum duff."". Duff, of course, is 
a pudding, a pasty preparation shaped like 
half a watermelon, but on special occasions 
like this it will have plums—i. e.: raisins— 
in it. The sailors always declare that the 
plums get bunched in one end of the duff and 
that the skipper gets the slice that contains 
them all. Hence the generous Captain will 
on Christmas day cut the pudding not across 
but fore and aft.

‘at Rome. On that great Christmas day 


Pope Leo III. crowned Charlemagne as the 
head of the Roman Empire. The multitude 
shouted their applause. ‘“ In that shout and 
from that moment modern history begins.” 

These are the words of Mr. James Bryce. 
the eminent historian of. the holy Roman 


Charlies the Great—whom we generally call 
Charlemagne—was 58 years old. Leo IIL., 
the Pope of Rome, had been Pope since 795.

he were to reign at Rome. And to make sure 
of Charlemagne’s protection he had crossed 
the mountains in the summer of 799 and met 
him with great ceremony at Padeborn. At 
the end of his visit Charlemagne had dis- 
missed him with honor and had sert him 
back with an armed escort to Rome. 

And now, at Christmas of the year 800, 
Charlemagne returns the visit. 

He had visited Rome more than once, but 
never had he come as now. He was prac-. 
tically the sovereign of central Europe. His 
rule over his own Franks was undisturbed; 
he had beaten the Saxons, and had con- 
quered the Lombard Kings—so long the 
enemies of the Pope. When he was crowned 
King 6f the Lombards years before in that 
coronation had béen the first step to the title 
which he took now., Recognized as the sover- 


it was nearly thirty years since Charle-. eign of all that Europe for which these peo- 


magne had entered Rome in triumph to 
spend the Easter holidays. Since then he 
had shown his masterly power as a soldier 
and @ sovereign Hadrian had been Pope 
for nearly twenty-five years. When he died, 
in the year 795, Leo had been chosen his’ 
With Hadrian, a strong ruler, Charle- 
magne had sometimes differences of great 
import. But they had respected each other. 
And when Leo was chosen as Hadrian’s suc- 
gessor he sent messengers to Charles to an- 
sounce his election and to take to him the 
Reyes of St. Peter and the banner of Rome.

By the recognition of Catholic faith. “ It 
is yours, with hande raised to God, to help 
our warfare.” Leo made no remonstrance, 
though a place so inferior was assigned to 
him. 

What Leo might have liked to do could he 
have chosen we need not inquire. He found 
that he needed somebody to keep himalive, if 


ple cared, he entered Rome atthe solicitation 
of the Pope, it must be observed, with all he 
pomp of the time. | 
‘The banners of the city and the gilt crosses 
of the church came out in long procession 
to meet him, and different nationalities 
resident in’ Rome were recognized in the 
erowds which cheered him as he rode by. 
The King was on horseback and rode direct- 
ly to St. Peter’s Church. This is not the St. 
Peter’s of today, but the Basilica of which 
the erection was assigned to Constantine. 
Charles sprang from his horse, mounted the 
steps, not on his knees this time, received 
the blessing of Leo, and paid his Gevotions 
to St. Peter’s tomb. 

The first ceremony of his visit—for it was 
little more—was the purging the Pope from 
all the charges made against him. It was 
clear enough that Leo was wretchedly un- 
popular in Rome, and these charges were 
afloat everywhere. But on this occasion the 
Pope offered to clear himself by oath from 
them all. The ecclesiastics said distinctly 
that they did not dare to, judge the apostolic 
see; and, accordingly, it was arranged that 


on Dec. 23 the head of the church should 
appear in the center of St. Peter’s with a 
copy of the four gospels. He clasped the 
book to his breast, and then, with a loud and 
clear voice, he took his oath: *‘ Of all those 
charges which my unjust persecutors in 
Rome have brought against me,’ I declare, 
in the presence of God and St. Peter, that I 
am innocent, since I have neither done those 
things whereof I am accused nor procured 
the doing of them.” : 

The principal accomplices in the assault 
upon him were condemned to death, but, at 
his solicitation, this penalty was changed 
into banishment from Rome. With the Pope 
thus cleared from ‘suspicion, and with the 
sovereign of Europe at hand, all was ready 
for the great Christmas celebration. 

The king entered the temple, and at the 
high altar, which marked the tomb of St. Pet- 
er, he knelt in prayer: The Pope, after he had 
read the gospel for the day, then rose from 
his chair and advanced to Charles. - He 


placed on the King’s head a golden crown, 


“The Diadem of the Cesars.”’ 

The multitude shouted: ‘‘ Life and Victory! 
Life and Victory to Charles Augustus, 
crowned by God, as the great and pacific 
Emperor!” 

Then the people joined in a jubilant Hosan- 
na, and the Pope did homage to the new Em- 


peror, a ceremony in which all the noblesand > 


clergy joined. 
Mr. Bryce says the coronation of Charles is 


not only the centtral event of the middle ages, 
it is also one of those few events of which it 
may be said that if they had not happened 


the history of the warid would have been 


different. Such is the impwurt of that Christ- 
mas day. All his statesmanship, all the 
method of administration of his government. 
is different after he returns from this corona- 
tion to the seat of his government at Aix-la- 


Chapelle.

The time-honored 
trifle of delicate tintings, diamond dust, and 
semi-religious messages is a thing of the 
past, as dead and gone as its more recent 
rival, the Christmas card bearing a feminine 
head. strongly reminiscent of Burne-Jones 
or Rosetti, and with holiday greetings lit- 
erary rather than religious. The 1901 Christ- 
mas cards bear no apparent relation to the 
Christmas season—or to any other season, 
for that matter. They are simply decorative 
bits of silk, or paper, or cardboard, or ribbon 
—that is all. 

This is to be a Japanese Christmas, and 
even the Christmas cards are preferably 
Japanese panels or dainty booklet reproduc- 


tions of Japanese country scenes, street life, 


children, or miscellanies, printed on thin, 
attractive Japanese silk, paper, or vellum. 
Birds, cats, Indians, Eskimo children, and 
silhouette pictures of various kinds rank 
next in point of popularity, with animals of 
all known and several unknown varieties 


trooping behind. 


A Madonna calender, consisting gim- 


‘ply of reproductions of world famous Ma- 


donnas with 1901 calendars attached, repre- 
sents the nearest approach to the genuine 
Christmas idea this season, and even these 
are pushed into the background by the cal- 
endars which are thoroughiy, outspokenly 
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the modern world begins—with this record 
of the Christmas of 1620—as man saw it on 
the ridge above Plymouth Bay.

or at daybreak to sing Christmas carols. On_ 


Christmas eve—or on the evening of Christ- 
mas day—there had been sure to be feast- 
ing and great good cheer. Beer and enough 
of it; the boar’s head borne in procession 
perhaps; maybe, even in those early days, 
roast beef of old England.” And here, 
in the crowded between-decks of the little 
Mayflower, yes, before it is light. every man 
has been turned out by Bradford’s voice 
of vigor: “ Turn out, every man of you, 
every boy of you! No lazybones here. Turn 
out! Turn out to go’ashore. Boiled beans 
in the forecastle and a bit of pork for them 
as is first there. Allashore! All ashore!” 

Some such call as that is the Christmas 
carol in this rare new world. 

And they have to do this on Christmas 
morning! ‘“‘ Brave, new world, indeed, that 
hath such people in it!’’ 

Little did this grim William Bradford know 
it. He was building much better than he 
knew—as one of his followers was to sing 
of him. 

Here is the little story of the day as he 
tells it: - 7 

** Munday, the 25th day, we went on Shore, 
some to fell Tymber, some to saw, some to 
rive, and some to carry.

“Munday. the 25th, being Christmas Day, 
we begun to drinke water aboord, but at 
night the Master fof the Mayflower] caused 
us to have some Beere, and so on board we 
had diverse times, now and then, some Beere, 
but on Shore none at all.”’ . 

“They builded better than they khew,” 
those fifty or sixty storm-beaten English- 
men, as some sawed, some carried, some 
rived, and as all drank eold water. The 
thought they were building a square store- 
house, from logs twenty feet long. into 
which they should carry their goods from the 
Mayflower. In the same house, before many 
weeks were over, the women were coming 
to sleep, so that they need not have to go 
back and forth from the ships in the boat. 
And before the spring time comes, we shall 
have roofed it in, and on the top shall be our 
little cannon, if the savages appear. Yes, 
and here, on one Lord’s day and another, 
Elder Brewster shall expound the gospel, and 


we will sing psalms to the greater gioty of. 


God. 

And how are their friends in England cele- 
brating this Christmas?” Here is the ac- 
count in the ff ring Annual Register 
of that time. 

‘* Marshal Cadenet did not depart from Do- 
ver till the Monday after". (Christmas day). 
“The master of ceremonies had sent twen- 
ty carriages and 300 horses for his suite. 

“When he came to Gravesend the Earl of 
Arundel visited him on the nart of the King

and led him to the royal barge. His whole: 
suite entered into twerity-five other barges, 
painted, hung with tapestry, and well 
adorned "’ (think of the poor, rusty shallop 
there in Plymouth Bay), “ in which, ascend> 
ing the Thames, they arrived in Londos 
Friday, the 20th of December” (January 8, 
N. 8.). “On disembarking the Ambassador 
was led by the Earl of Arundel ta the pak 
ace of the late Queen, which had been st- 
perbly and magnificently arranged for him.” 

Dec. 22 (John Chamberlain to Sir Dudley 
Carleton)—* In spite “of penury there is 
be a masque at court this Christmas. The 
King is coming from Theobalds to receive 
the French Ambassador, Marshal Cadenet, 
who comes with a suite of 400 or 500.” 

What was this masque? Could mot Mr 
Payne Collier find up the libretto, perhaps? 
Was it faith, valor, hope, and love founding 
a kingdom, perhaps? Faith with a broad 
ax, valor and hope with a two-handled saw, 
while love dug post- holes and set up tim- 
bers? Or was it a-less appropriate te 
of King James’ devising? 

All that we know of it is that in anvaiil 
letter John Chamberlain says: ‘‘ A Puritan 
was flouted and abused in the masque, 
which was thought unseemly, considering 
the state of the French Protestants.” 

There can be no doubt that these two [8 
Christmas celebrations, if you care for rée- 
sults, have been the two most remarkable 
Christmas days in history.
